Governor-Elect  Appeals  Sodomy  Law  Ruling

AUSTIN,  TX  —  On  November 
1,  the  day  before  he  was  elected 
governor,  Texas  Attorney  General 
Mark  White  filed  an  appeal  of  the 
landmark  court  decision  which 
struck  down  the  state’s  sodomy 
law  as  unconstitutional. 

White’s  action  sparked  accusa¬ 
tions  of  betrayal  in  Houston, 
where  the  city’s  Gay  Political  Cau¬ 
cus  had  endorsed  his  candidacy, 
and  added  fuel  to  a  controversy 
surrounding  the  endorsement. 
Critics  of  the  GPC  say  there  had 
been  indications  before  the 
endorsement  was  made  that  White 
would  file  the  appeal. 

The  Houston  group  was  the 
only  gay  organization  in  the  state 
to  make  an  endorsement  in  the

PHILADELPHIA  —  In  recent 
weeks  students  at  both  Temple 
University  and  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  here  have  been  in¬ 
volved  in  various  actions  aimed  at 
making  their  non-discrimination 
policy,  which  includes  sexual 
orientation,  apply  to  on-campus 
recruitment  by  the  military. 

Last  August,  Penn’s  law  school 
banned  military  recruitment  on  the 
basis  of  the  policy  and  there  is  now 
an  attempt  to  extend  the  ban  to  the 
entire  university.  However,  an 
attempt  by  the  Temple  Law  School 
faculty  to  suspend  recruitment  to 
allow  discussion  of  the  issue  was 
overruled  by  the  university  admin¬ 
istration  on  October  13.  Several 
demonstrations  have  ensued  at 
Temple. 

The  Temple  case  was  the  more 
contentious  of  the  two  and  has  an 
ironic  twist.  It  was  newly-inaug¬ 
urated  Temple  President  Peter 
Liacouras  who  allowed  the  army  at 
the  law  school  last  month  even 
though  two  years  ago  as  law  school 
dean  he  implemented  the  faculty 
decision  not  to  allow  the  FBI  to  re¬ 
cruit  there  because  of  the  agency’s 
discrimination  against  lesbians 
and  gays.  This  came  after  sexual 
preference  was  added  to  the 
school’s  non-discrimination  policy 
in  1979. 

The  recent  conflict  at  Temple 
arose  after  a  law  school  panel  held 
hearings  in  September  on  a  com¬ 
plaint  filed  19  months  earlier  by 
various  student  organizations  de¬ 
manding  that  the  military  be 
banned  from  recruiting  on  campus 
because  of  their  explicit  policy  of 
excluding  homosexuals,  which 
violates  the  non-discrimination 
policy.  The  policy  states  in  part: 
“We  expect  that  employers  using 
the  services  and  facilities  of  the 
placement  office  will  abide  by  our 
placement  regulations.”  At  the 
hearing  the  military  offered  only 
threats  to  cut  off  funds  to  the 
university. 

On  October  12  the  law  faculty 
considered  the  panel’s  findings 
and  voted  to  send  a  letter  to  the 
Department  of  Defense  requesting 
that  they  postpone  recruitment. 
But  this  was  forbidden  by  the 
administration  the  next  day.  The 
army  recruiter  who  showed  up  on 
October  15  was  met  by  militant 
protesters  who  carried  “Death  to 
Discrimination”  signs,  and  on 


gubernatorial  race. 

Mary  Hardesty,  an  aide  to 
White,  told  GCN  that  the  attorney 
general  automatically  appeals  all 
court  decisions  declaring  state  laws 
unconstitutional  and  is,  in  fact, 
required  by  law  to  do  so.  Novem¬ 
ber  1  was  the  last  day  that  a  notice 
of  appeal  could  be  filed  in  the  case. 

Attorneys  for  Don  Baker,  the 
Dallas  school  teacher  whose  class- 
action  lawsuit  against  Dallas 
County  District  Attorney  Henry 
Wade  and  others  had  successfully 
challenged  the  law  last  August  (see 
GCN,  Vol.  10  No.  7),  disputed  the 
attorney  general’s  claim.  “I  think 
that  [White’s  claim]  is  just  a  politi¬ 
cal  ploy  to  justify  taking  the  action 
they  took,”  said  James  Barber, 
the  attorney  who  argued  Baker’s 


October  27  several  dozen  protest¬ 
ers  leafletted  the  crowd  arriving  at 
Philadephia’s  Academy  of  Music 
to  witness  the  swearing  in  of 
President  Liacouras.  They  repre¬ 
sented  the  Temple  University  Law 
School  chapter  of  the  National 
Lawyers  Guild,  the  Student  Bar 
Association,  the  Women’s  Law 
Caucus  and  Law  Students  for  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Rights.  There  were 
also  sympathizers  from  Penn  at 
the  demonstration. 

Speaking  at  the  Liacouras  in- 
augeration  protest,  spokesperson 
Richard  Brown  noted,  “Liacouras 
has  chosen  to  place  himself  as  an 
obstacle  to  the  faculty  of  law’s 
juridiction.”  Liacouras  did  not 
mention  the  protest  in  his  remarks. 
But  he  has  taken  a  freedom-of- 
speech  position,  becoming 
convinced,  according  to  the 
Philadelphia  Inquirer,  that  “The 
‘vital  principal  of  openness  of  the 
university  as  a  forum’  was  more 
critical  than  arbitrarily  prohibiting 
discriminatory  recruiting  practices 
by  potential  employers.”  Brown 
called  Liacouvas’  claim  a 
“mischaracterization”  and  said, 
“Anybody  can  still  come  and 
speak  on  campus.” 

According  to  Liacouras  aide 
Phil  Schaeffer,  the  conflict  will  be 
taken  up  at  the  November  18 
meeting  of  the  11 -member  exec¬ 
utive  committee  of  the  university’s 
board  of  trustees.  He  said  they 
would  be  acting  technically  at  that 
time  on  a  motion  tabled  at  its 
October  12  meeting  that  would 
allow  recruiting  on  campus  by  any 
“bonafide  public  agency.” 
Schaeffer  said  that  until  then  the 
status  quo,  with  the  FBI  excluded 
but  the  army  allowed,  will  remain 
in  force.  He  said  Temple’s  affirm¬ 
ative  action  plan  includes  marital 
status  and  sexual  orientation  and 
implied  it  could  be  a  basis  for 
extending  the  law  school’s  ban  on 
discriminatory  recruiters  to  the 
entire  campus. 

Several  other  major  law  schools, 
including  Harvard,  Yale  and 
Wayne  State  in  Detroit  currently 
exclude  military  recruiters  because 
of  the  Department  of  Defense’s 
bias  against  homosexuals.  To  this 
date  there  has  been  no  documenta¬ 
tion  of  any  withdrawal  of  military 
funds  because  of  the  exclusion, 
although  David  Webber,  an 
attorney  working  with  the  Temple 
group,  said  he  is  attempting  to 


case.  “It’s  obviously  optional  with 
the  attorney  general ...  I  presume 
that  the  attorney  general,  now 
governor-elect,  felt  that  it  would 
have  been  politically  expedient  to 
file  a  notice  of  appeal.” 

GPC  President  Larry  Bagneris 
told  GCN  that  his  organization’s 
endorsement  of  White  depended 
not  on  White’s  commitment  not  to 
appeal  the  ruling  but  on  his  pledge 
to  do  so  only  if  no  other  appeal 
had  been  filed  before  the  Novem¬ 
ber  1  deadline.  But  Danny  E.  Hill 
of  Amarillo,  district  attorney  of 
Potter  County,  had  submitted  a 
notice  of  appeal  on  October  28. 

Barber  said  that  the  legal  issues 
of  the  appeals  trial  will  not  be  dif¬ 
ficult  to  argue,  but  that  the  emo¬ 
tionalism  surrounding  gay  sex  may 


obtain  that  data  under  the 
Freedom  of  Information  Act. 

Nonetheless,  it  was  precisely  a 
threatening  letter  last  spring  from 
General  Hugh  Clausen  that 
brought  the  army’s  practices  of  ex¬ 
cluding  homosexuals  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  officials  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  Law  School.  The 
school’s  placement  committee  de¬ 
cided  last  summer  to  eliminate 
army  recruitment,  a  decision  that 
was  upheld  by  Dean  Robert 
Mundheim,  who  told  the  Daily 
Pennsylvanian,  “The  law  school 
has  a  policy  that  we  will  not  permit 
our  facilities  to  be  used  by  an 
employer  that  discriminates  on 
various  grounds  —  including 
sexual  preference.” 

The  issue  of  the  effect  of  Penn’s 
university-wide  policy  forbidding 


PORTLAND,  ME  —  Voters 
here  approved  by  a  narrow  margin 
of  284  votes  a  new  anti-obscenity 
ordinance  on  November  2,  but  a 
recount  is  likely  to  occur  sometime 
this  week. 

The  new  ordinance,  based  on  a 
Texas  law,  is  scheduled  to  go  into 
effect  the  first  week  of  December 
unless  it  is  overturned  in  the  re¬ 
count. 

The  ordinance  imposes  a  civil 
penalty  of  $50  to  $500  for  a  convic¬ 
tion  of  promoting  (mailing,  manu¬ 
facturing  or  selling)  or  possessing 
materials  or  performances  that, 
taken  as  a  whole,  depict  or  des¬ 
cribe  a  “patently  offensive  repre¬ 
sentation  or  description”  of  a  sex 
act. 

Mayor  Linda  Abromson,  who 
actively  campaigned  against  the 
ordinance,  said  she  now  has  the 
duty  to  enforce  it,  but  she  is  not 
sure  yet  how  it  will  be  imple¬ 
mented. 

Referring  to  the  Supreme  Court 
decision  that  said  local  communi¬ 
ties  may  set  their  own  standards  of 
obscenity,  she  asked,  “With  such 
a  close  vote,  how  do  you  determine 
the  community  standards?” 


present  problems.  He  said,  how¬ 
ever,  that  appellate  courts  are  usu¬ 
ally  more  removed  from  such  emo- 
tionalisrti  than  lower  courts. 

M.  Robert  Schwab  of  the  Texas 
Human  Rights  Foundation,  the 
organization  sponsoring  Baker’s 
suit,  said  White’s  appeal  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  based  on  arguments  that 
the  constitutional  tests  applied  in 
the  lower  court  ruling  were  incor¬ 
rect  and  that  the  state  has  a  right  to 
outlaw  private  consensual  sex. 

Schwab  said  he  is  “guardedly 
optimistic”  about  the  outcome  of 
the  appeals  trial  but  that  there  is 
always  a  significant  chance  tliat  an 
appeals  court  will  reverse  any 
lower  court  ruling  which  estab¬ 
lishes  new  law.  “It  [the  decision  in 
Baker  v  Wade]  was  the  first  time  a 
federal  court  has  held  that  a  state 
homosexual  conduct  statute  vio¬ 
lates  the  U.S.  Constitution,”  he 
said.  “It  was  the  first  time  that  the 
right  to  privacy  was  extended  to 
gay  sexual  behavior.  It  was  the 
first  time  that  a  state  was  required 
to  show  some  reasonable  basis  for 
criminalizing  homosexual  con¬ 
duct.” 

Bagneris  said  a  special  task  force 
of  GPC  members  will  meet  with 
White  on  November  17  to  discuss 
his  failure  to  abide  by  his  agree¬ 
ment.  Bagneris  said  there  are  “a 
lot  of  questions  to  be  answered”  at 
the  meeting.  “I  will  be  the  first 
one,  if  we’ve  been  fucked,  to 
scream,  ‘We’ve  been  fucked,”’ 
Bagneris  told  GCN. 

Johannes  Stahl,  news  editor  of 
the  lesbian  and  gay  Montrose 
Voice  of  Houston,  told  GCN  that 
White  himself  had  never  said  he 
would  not  appeal  the  decision  but 
that  the  GPC  endorsement  was 
based  on  informal  statements 
made  by  White’s  campaign  work¬ 
ers. 

An  article  published  in  the  Octo¬ 
ber  8  Courier-Times  Telegraph  of 


Both  Abromson  and  Maine  Civ¬ 
il  Liberties  Union  Executive 
Director  Tom  Lenkiewicz  agreed 
that  most  people  did  not  know 
what  they  were  voting  for. 

Lenkiewicz  feels  most  people 
thought  they  were  voting  to  drive 
pornography  out  of  the  city,  not 
realizing  the  new  ordinance  only 
affects  obscene  materials,  which 
“is  one-half  of  one  percent  of  all 
pornography.” 

Abromson  said  the  city’s  four 
adult  bookstores,  two  adult  movie 
theaters  and  one  topless  restaurant 
will  not  and  cannot  be  closed  by 
this  ordinance.  There  are  no  provi¬ 
sions  in  it  for  banning  materials.  It 
only  requires  convicted  offenders 
to  pay  a  fine. 

Lenkiewicz  said  the  city  will  end 
up  spending  a  fortune  trying  to 
enforce  the  ordinance,  and  thinks 
the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  may  take  the  city  to  court  to 
test  the  law’s  constitutionality. 

Abromson  seemed  certain  the 
first  case  will  go  all  the  way  to  the 
Maine  State  Supreme  Court  to  set¬ 
tle  the  constitutionality  of  the  new 
law. 

Some  have  questioned  whether 
the  opening  last  year  of  the  Blue 
Boy  Bookstore,  the  city’s  first  gay 


Tyler,  Texas,  and  quoted  in  the 
Voice  claimed  that  White  aide 
Mary  Hardesty  had  said  White 
intended  to  appeal  the  ruling.  The 
Tyler  newspaper  had  interviewed 
Hardesty  the  day  after  White’s 
campaign  manager,  Dwayne  Hol¬ 
man,  had  asked  for  the  GPC 
endorsement. 

A  motion  by  GPC  member 
Gregg  Russell  to  rescind  the 
endorsement  of  White  because  he 
had  taken  no  “definitive  stand” 
on  appealing  the  sodomy  law  deci¬ 
sion  was  ruled  out  of  order  by 
GPC  President  Bagneris  at  an 
October  20  meeting.  According  to 
the  Voice,  Bagneris  had  said  that 
Russell  could  not  introduce  such  a 
motion  because  he  had  not  voted 
in  favor  of  the  original  endorse¬ 
ment.  Another  member  then  intro¬ 
duced  the  motion  to  rescind, 
which  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of 
four  to  39. 

Russell  charges  that  his  motion 
to  rescind  the  endorsement,  his  let¬ 
ters  on  the  subject  to  the  Voice  and 
his  distributing  of  leaflets  against 
gay  votes  for  White  resulted  in 
harassment  and  threats  from  other 
GPC  members. 

The  GPC  endorsement  domi¬ 
nated  the  letters  page  of  the  Voice 
for  several  weeks  before  the  elec¬ 
tion  and  was  the  subject  of  heated 
exchanges  in  GPC  meetings  and 
other  community  functions.  “It  is 
the  obvious  intent  of  the  present 
leadership  to  turn  a  supposedly 
non-partisan  GPC  into  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Democratic  Party,” 
GPC  member  Charles  Moody 
claimed  in  one  letter.  A  letter  from 
Peter  Elloway  referred  to  GPC  as 
a  “hack  Democrat  special  interest 
group.”  GPC  member  M.  Greg¬ 
ory  Scott  wrote,  “The  only  star  in 
this  show  is  Democratic  partisan 
politics  ...  in  the  person  of  Larry 
Bagneris.”  And  Gregg  Russell,  the

bookstore,  provoked  an  ad  hoc 
committee,  the  Citizens  Against 
Pornography,  to  form  and  to  push 
for  this  anti-obscenity  law.  Len¬ 
kiewicz  and  Abromson  both  con¬ 
ceded  it  may  have  had  something 
to  do  with  efforts  to  get  the 
ordinance  to  pass. 

Abromson,  however,  stressed  it 
wasn’t  the  nature  of  the  adult 
bookstore  but  its  location  in  the 
city’s  Old  Port  Exchange  neigh¬ 
borhood  that  provided  the  catalyst 
for  the  group. 

Lenkiewicz  thinks  the  book¬ 
store  is  so  far  removed  from  the 
city’s  center,  “no  one  knows 
where  it  exists.” 

Blue  Boy  Bookstore  Manager 
Bill  Palmer  said  his  shop  will  not 
be  affected  by  the  ordinance,  but 
declined  further  comment. 

Lenkiewicz  was  surprised  by  the 
closeness  of  the  vote,  considering 
the  campaign  mounted  by  the  pro¬ 
ponents  of  the  ordinance.  “They 
brought  in  a  spokesman  from 
Morality  in  Media  in  New  York 
who  argued  Maine  needed  this 
ordinance  or  people  would  start 
hanging  themselves  to  achieve  sex¬ 
ual  orgasm.  It  was  a  scare  cam¬ 
paign.”

gay  students  spied  on 

STANFORD,  CA  —  Gay  groups  at  Stanford  Uni¬ 
versity,  the  College  of  San  Mateo,  Cal  State-Hayward 
and  UC-Berkeley  were  monitored  by  the  Federal  Bur¬ 
eau  of  Investigation  in  San  Francisco  in  the  early  70s, 
according  to  documents  obtained  under  the  Freedom 
of  Information  Act  by  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Alliance  at 
Stanford  (GLAS). 

Nineteen  pages  of  material  gathered  by  the  FBI 
from  1971  to  1975  were  turned  over  to  Ray  Koskovich, 
GLAS  archivist. 

The  material  included  a  copy  of  the  San  Mateo 
Gay  People’s  Union  constitution  and  an  internal 
memo  recommending  no  investigation  of  the  group; 
clippings  from  The  Daily  Pioneer  at  Hayward;  a  1971 
Stanford  Daily  story  headlined  “Gay  Students  Drop 
Straight  Roles”;  and  a  heavily  censored  1974-75  stu¬ 
dent  activities  directory  forwarded  to  San  Francisco 
by  the  Berkeley  FBI. 

Six  more  pages  were  not  released  to  GLAS  “in 
the  interest  of  the  national  defense  of  foreign  policy,” 
to  protect  the  personal  privacy  of  others  or  to  protect 
confidential  sources  and  internal  roles  and  practices 
of  the  FBI.  The  Gay  Law  Student  Association  at  Stan¬ 
ford  plans  to  appeal  to  obtain  this  information  also. 

Koskovich  commented  to  the  Stanford  University 
News  Service  that  he  is  “not  at  all  surprised”  that  the 
Stanford  gay  group  drew  the  attention  of  the  FBI, 
since  it  was  one  of  the  earliest  student  groups  of  its 
kind  in  the  country.  “Now  the  FBI  couldn’t  possibly 
keep  up  with  all  of  us.” 

Koskovich  added  that  he  has  “some  reason  to 
suspect”  that  Stanford  might  still  be  a  target  for  sur¬ 
veillance  of  gays;  the  FBI  has  acknowledged  investi¬ 
gating  gay  bars  in  Silicon  Valley,  he  said,  and  many 
federal  officials  have  repeatedly  expressed  concern 
over  possible  loss  of  technological  secrets  from  Sili¬ 
con  Valley  to  foreign  countries,  particularly  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Koskovich  said  that  he  requested  information 
about  the  Stanford  group  only,  and  that  the  FBI  “acci¬ 
dentally  let  us  know  they  were  gathering  information 
about  most  gay  student  organizations  in  the  Bay  Area 
in  the  early  70s. 

“Most  of  the  groups  were  quite  surprised,”  he 
said,  and  now  are  planning  to  request  more  informa¬ 
tion  from  the  FBI. 


terminating  reproductive  rights 

CAPE  GIRARDEAU,  MO  —  The  city  council  here 
has  passed  an  ordinance  requiring  that  a  woman’s 
husband  be  notified  before  she  has  an  abortion. 

Associated  Press  reports  that  the  council  voted 
four  to  three  last  month  to  require  physicians  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  signed  statement  from  either  the  husband  or 
the  wife  that  the  husband  has  given  “notice  of  termin¬ 
ation”  before  the  operation  can  be  performed.  Physi¬ 
cians  are  subject  to  three  months  in  jail  and  a  $500 
fine  for  failing  to  comply. 

The  ordinance  also  allows  the  city  to  inspect  fac¬ 
ilities  where  abortions  are  performed. 


equal  rights  for  gay  couples 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  California  Supreme 
Court  will  soon  decide  whether  a  state  agency  must 
apply  the  same  rules  to  gay  couples  that  it  applies  to 
straight  married  couples  in  awarding  unemployment 
benefits. 

In  Norman  v  California  Unemployment  Insurance 
Board,  National  Gay  Rights  Advocates  is  arguing  that 
when  a  person  leaves  her  or  his  employment  to  follow 
a  “domestic  partner”  to  a  new  locale,  she  or  he  has 
“good  cause”  to  quit  employment  and,  therefore, 
should  be  eligible  for  unemployment  benefits.  The 
current  practice  is  to  grant  benefits  only  to  married 
persons  who  relocate. 

“Gay  people  are  being  denied  their  constitutional 
rights,”  said  Leonard  Graff,  NGRA  Legal  Director. 
"Under  the  equal  protection  clause  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  the  state  cannot  grant  unemployment  benefits  to 
a  person  in  a  heterosexual  relationship  while  denying 
the  same  benefits  to  someone  in  a  homosexual  rela¬ 
tionship.” 

The  state’s  position  is  grounded  in  the  theory 
that  the  current  practice  is  necessary  to  promote  the 
institution  of  marriage.  The  NGRA  contends  that, 
given  the  lack  of  statutory  language  distinguishing 
between  married  and  unmarried  employees,  the 
state’s  position  is  unfounded.  Unemployment  poses 
the  same  burdens  on  the  unmarried  as  it  does  the  mar¬ 
ried,  argue  the  NGRA  attorneys. 


candid  gays  can  stay 

SEATTLE,  WA  —  A  sergeant  who  took  the  Fifth 
Amendment  when  questioned  about  his  sexual 
preference  must  be  allowed  to  re-enlist,  ruled  Federal 
District  Judge  Barbara  Rothstein  on  October  29. 

The  army  had  attempted  to  prevent  14-year  army 
veteran  Perry  Watkins  from  enlisting  for  an  additional 
six  years,  arguing  that  the  military  service  is  a  privi¬ 
lege,  not  a  right,  and  that  homosexuality  was  a  suffi¬ 
cient  reason  for  disqualification. 

Rothstein  said  that  the  “central  factor”  in  the 
case  is  that  the  sergeant  had  “declared  his  homo¬ 
sexuality  to  the  Army  from  the  very  beginning.” 


full  frontal  genitalia 

TORONTO  —  A  90-minute  fellatio  scene  involv¬ 
ing  a  black  man  and  a  white  man  in  a  film  which  was  to 
be  shown  at  the  city’s  seventh  international  film 
festival  was  found  unacceptable  to  the  city  censor 
board  recently,  reports  The  Body  Politic. 

“1  Berlin  Harlem,”  a  West  German  production 
directed  by  Lothar  Lambert,  “violated  community 
standards,”  said  censor  board  chair  Mary  Brown, 
because  it  included  “very  explicit  full  frontal  genitalia 
shot.  It  wouldn’t  have  mattered  if  the  scene  involved 
homosexuals  or  heterosexuals.” 

Rejecting  an  appeal  made  by  the  festival 
organizers,  Brown  said,  “the  censor  board  was  only 
operating  within  a  mandate  which  was  set  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  Ontario.” 

Festival  director  Wayne  Clarkson  told  TBP  that 
he  will  “make  every  effort  within  the  existing  political 
reality”  to  obtain  special  status  for  the  festival. 
Clarkson  said  that  precendent  exists  for  suspending 
censorship  laws  temporarily  for  an  international  film 
festival,  refering  to  last  summer’s  International 
Monetary  Fund  conference,  during  which  the  city  sus¬ 
pended  stringently  enforced  liquor  laws  at  a  number 
cf  bars  in  the  city. 

servants  strike,  win  raises 

NAGPUR,  India  —  Domestic  servant  women  here 
have  organized  to  protest  low  wages  and  some  have 
won  raises,  according  to  an  article  in  Manushi. 

The  average  domestic  servant  is  employed  in  sev¬ 
eral  middle-  to  upper-class  households  and  is  depend¬ 
ent  on  her  employers  for  loans,  used  clothing  and 
food  as  well  as  for  her  paltry  wages. 

Domestic  servants  are  attempting  to  organize  in 
several  Indian  cities  and  towns.  Last  December,  100 
women  and  girls  and  two  men  working  as  servants  in 
Rahate  colony,  the  Dhantoli  area  in  the  western  end  of 
Nagpur,  gathered  to  form  an  organization,  Molkari 
Sangthana.  They  sent  a  letter  to  employers  demand¬ 
ing  a  flat  wage  hike  of  Rs  5  monthly. 

While  some  employees  reacted  by  raising  wages 
immediately,  others  refused;  some  housewives 
threatened  to  sack  their  servants  and  do  the  washing, 
scrubbing,  cleaning  and  other  chores  themselves. 
Some  employers  tried  unsuccessfuly  to  break  the  ser¬ 
vants’  unity  by  harping  on  caste  and  economic  issues, 
charging  that  Molkari  Sangthana  is  designed  to  cheat 
them. 

Despite  fear  among  servants  that  scabs  would 
step  into  their  jobs  for  even  less  pay,  members  of  the 
union  struck  on  January  14,  Makkar  Sankranti  day,  an 
important  festival  in  Maharashtra.  The  strike  was  a 
great  success,  according  to  a  report  in  off  our  backs. 
Nearly  500  women  with  children  joined  the  march  as  it 
filed  through  streets  where  many  of  the  employers 
concerned  live.  The  march  continued  for  five  hours 
because  so  many  women  wanted  to  march  past  the 
homes  of  their  employers.  “These  people  who  live  in 
the  bungalows  are  thieves,”  they  chanted. 

One-hundred  twenty-five  women  marched  the 
next  day  in  other  areas,  drawing  out  onto  the  street 
those  who  had  broken  the  strike. 

After  the  two-day  strike,  many  women  got  raises. 
Most  employers  who  tried  to  sack  their  servants  were 
persuaded  not  to  by  strike  activists. 

aid  polish  women  in  prison 

LONDON  —  Members  of  Polskie  Feminists,  a 
group  of  Polish  feminists  in  London,  are  seeking  sup¬ 
port  for  some  300  women  who  were  involved  in  the 
union  Solidarity  and  are  currently  imprisoned  or  are 
related  to  persons  imprisoned  by  the  military  govern¬ 
ment  in  Poland. 

These  women  have  lost  their  jobs,  their  children 
or  had  their  ration  cards  revoked.  In  one  prison,  condi¬ 
tions  have  been  described  as  extremely  harsh;  inade¬ 
quate  medical  care  has  harmed  pregnant  women; 
interrogations  are  frequent  and  lengthy.

NEW  YORK  —  The  National  Gay  Task  Force  has 
opened  its  toll-free  Crisisline,  which  will  be  used  to 
compile  nationwide  statistics  on  homophobic  vio¬ 
lence  and  to  provide  callers  with  access  to  local  hot¬ 
lines  and  support  services. 

“Anti-gay  violence  in  America  is  increasing,” 
said  Kevin  Berrill,  Violence  Project  Coordinator,  at  the 
October  6  opening  of  the  line.  “Until  now,  there  has 
been  no  way  to  show  the  dramatic  rise  as  a  national 
figure.  NGTF  is  using  its  resources  and  its  recogniz- 
ability  factor  in  the  gay/lesbian  community  to  provide 
a  national  hotline  to  put  the  overall  picture  of  homo- 
phobic  violence  into  focus.” 

Crisisline  will  also  give  callers  information  about 
groups,  projects  and  hotlines  in  their  communities 
and,  in  some  instances,  will  provide  limited  referral 
information  about  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syn¬ 
drome  (A.I.D.S.)  hotlines  and  clinics.

archbishop  celebrates  with  gays 

BALTIMORE  —  The  archbishop  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  here,  who  only  two  years  ago  was  de¬ 
nounced  by  lesbian  and  gay  male  activists  for  helping 
to  defeat  a  gay  rights  bill  before  the  city  council, 
recently  celebrated  a  special  mass  with  members  of 
Dignity,  a  group  of  lesbian  and  gay  Catholics. 

According  to  a  report  in  the  Baltimore  Sun,  Arch¬ 
bishop  Borders’  face  was  “almost  strained”  as  he 
preached  to  a  congregation  of  over  200  Dignity  mem¬ 
bers  and  lesbian  and  gay  leaders  from  New  York, 
Washington,  Pittsburg,  Philadelphia  and  Harrisburg. 

“You,  as  members  of  Dignity,  must  always  appre¬ 
ciate  the  reality  that  you  are  members  of  the  total 
community  of  God’s  people  on  a  pilgrimage  through 
time,”  Borders  preached.  "We  obtain  happiness  and 
fulfillment  in  time  and  eternity  only  when  we  bring 
others  with  us.” 

Borders  went  on  to  “congratulate”  Dignity  mem¬ 
bers  “on  the  support  and  community  that  you  have 
rendered  to  each  other.” 

Borders,  who  appointed  a  priest  to  minister  to 
gay  men  and  lesbians  last  year,  explained  to  the  con¬ 
gregants  that  he  had  become  “convinced  that  the 
local  church  of  Baltimore  had  an  obligation  to 
respond  to  your  particular  hopes  and  needs.” 

At  one  point  during  Borders’  homily,  the  congre¬ 
gants  broke  into  sustained  and  emotional  applause. 

Ginny  Apuzzo,  a  former  nun  who  now  directs  the 
Fund  for  Human  Dignity,  praised  those  in  the  audi¬ 
ence  in  a  reception  following  the  mass. 

“It  is  an  awesome  thing  to  be  a  teacher.  It  is  a 
moment  of  grace  to  be  a  teacher.  You  have  taught  this 
city  and  this  archbishop  something  very,  very  impor¬ 
tant.” 

Apuzzo  also  denounced  Jerry  Falwell  of  the 
Moral  Majority  as  “someone  who  is  giving  Christian¬ 
ity  a  bad  name,”  and  entreated  Catholic  leaders  to  “do 
more  than  make  a  statement”  or  treat  gay  liberation 
with  “benign  neglect.”  Instead,  she  said,  they  must 
give  gay  men  and  lesbians  “active  support”  and  “con¬ 
front  those  who  would  use  the  Scriptures  [to  put  forth] 
their  brand  of  bigotry.” 


mp  comes  out 

SHEFFIELD,  England  —  A  Labor  Member  of  Par¬ 
liament  told  100  participants  at  this  year’s  “Gayfest” 
that  he  is  bisexual. 

MP  Allan  Roberts  went  on  to  decry  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Labor  Party’s  national  executive  to 
endorse  18  rather  than  16  as  the  age  of  consent  for 
homosexual  activity,  according  to  The  Body  Politic. 

Gayfest  is  a  yearly  summer  gathering  of  British 
lesbians  and  gay  men,  centered  around  the  annual 
conference  of  the  Campaign  for  Homosexual  Equal¬ 
ity,  Britain’s  largest  gay-rights  group. 

The  British  gay  movement  has  been  working  to 
have  the  age  of  consent  lowered  from  21  to  16,  the  age 
of  consent  for  heterosexual  acts. 

Although  the  Labor  Party  is  for  the  first  time  this 
year  adopting  a  manifesto  on  gay  rights  that  would 
prohibit  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion,  the  draft  approved  by  the  executive  does  not  call 
for  full  equality  in  age  of  consent,  nor  does  it  extend 
to  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  the  military,  where  any 
homosexual  activity  leads  to  a  court-martial. 


picket  for  abortion  rights 

STURBRIDGE,  MA  —  Supporters  of  abortion 
rights  formed  a  picket  line  outside  of  the  Sheraton 
Hotel  here  on  Saturday,  October  30,  to  protest  the  an¬ 
nual  convention  of  the  Masschusetts  Citizens  for  Life. 

While  the  pro-lifers  inside  gave  instructions  on 
“How  to  stop  an  abortion  in  your  town,”  and  de¬ 
nounced  “Planned  Parenthood’s  anti-life 
philosophy,”  pro-choice  supporters  picketed  outside 
with  such  signs  as,  “No  to  the  back  street  butchers,” 
and  “Keep  abortion  safe  and  legal.” 

The  score  of  protesters  included  several 
members  of  the  International  Socialist  Organization 
as  well  as  women  workers  from  the  American  Answer¬ 
ing  Service  in  Brookline  who  have  been  on  strike  since 
May.

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Anti-Klan  Rallies  Held  in  DC  and  Maryland

WASHINGTON  —  Anti-Ku 
Klux  Klan  forces  were  faced  with 
a  confusing  series  of  events  last 
weekend,  the  result  of  intra-group 
Klan  rivalry.  The  November  6 
march  on  Washington,  which  had 
been  planned  by  the  neo-Nazi 
Confederation  of  Klans,  was 
abruptly  cancelled  on  ten  days 
notice.  The  Confederation  recent¬ 
ly  announced  they  are  re-sched- 
uling  it  for  November  27. 


Meanwhile,  Bill  Wilkinson,  im¬ 
perial  wizard  of  the  nation’s  sec¬ 
ond  largest  and  most  violent  fac¬ 
tion,  the  Invisible  Empire,  in  a 
typically  opportunistic  move,  an¬ 
nounced  his  group  was  rallying  on 
November  6.  The  Invisible  Empire 
never  got  further  than  a  public 
park  in  Montgomery  County, 
Maryland,  but  they  did  get 
coverage  in  major  newspapers. 

In  response  to  this  turn  of 
events,  progressive  forces  held 


two  anti-Klan  rallies,  one  in  the 
nation’s  capital  and  one  in  Silver 
Springs,  Maryland.  The  rallies 
drew  several  thousand 
demonstrators. 

An  estimated  2,500  marched  to 
a  cite  near  the  Washington  Monu¬ 
ment  chanting  “Hey,  hey,  ho  ho, 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan  has  got  to  go.” 
Among  the  diverse  group  of  de¬ 
monstators  was  a  sizeable  number 
of  women  strolling  arm  in  arm 
and  men  kissing.  Maria  Yemarian- 


Hustler  Pleads  Guilty 
To  Six  Murders  in  NY

NEW  YORK  —  David  Bullock, 
a  21 -year-old  man  accused  of  mur¬ 
dering  five  men  and  one  woman 
during  the  Christmas  holiday  sea¬ 
son  last  year,  has  entered  a  plea  of 
guilty  to  six  counts  of  second- 
degree  murder  at  a  pretrial  hearing 
held  on  October  27. 

According  to  police  investigator 
Lt.  Thomas  Power,  Bullock  was  a 
“street  guy,  a  male  prostitute” 
and  his  victims  were  “mostly 
homosexuals.”  Chronologically, 
they  included  an  actor,  a  female 
prostitute,  an  investment  banker, 
an  older  man  whom  Bullock  had 
known  for  “over  a  year”  and  an 
apparent  robbery  victim  (see 
GCN,  Vol.  9,  No.  27). 

The  New  York  press  has  made 
much  of  Bullocks’  sensational 
confession,  dubbing  him  the 
“smiling  killer”  and  the  “happy 
killer.”  According  to  observers  at 
the  pretrial  hearings,  Bullock 
seemed  to  enjoy  recounting  the  in¬ 
cidents.  Describing  the  alleged 
'  murder  last  December  22  of 
Heriberto  Morales,  a  50-year-old 
man  who  had  paid  Bullock  $100 
for  sex,  Bullock  said,  “I  killed  him 
in  the  Christmas  spirit.  It  made  me 
feel  good.  I  was  happy  I  did  it.  I 
even  said,  ‘Merry  Christmas’  to 
him  as  I  fired  the  shot.  Then  I 
opened  his  Christmas  present.” 

The  pretrial  hearings  were  held 
before  Manhattan  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Burton  Roberts  on  a  de¬ 
fense  motion  to  suppress  Bullock’s 
videotaped  confession  obtained  on 
January  14,  the  day  of  his  arrest, 
on  the  grounds  that  the  arrest  was 
illegal.  Defense  council  Joseph  P. 
Klentner  argued  that  since  police 
had  arrived  at  Bullock’s  Harlem 
apartment  with  an  arrest  warrant 
for  Michael  Winley,  Bullock’s 
lover,  they  had  no  basis  for  taking 
Bullock  into  custody  and  for  con¬ 
ducting  the  17-hour  interrogation 
which  resulted  in  the  confession. 

But  Justice  Roberts  ruled  that 
the  arrest  had  been  constitutional 
and  that  the  evidence  obtained 
from  Bullock  was  therefore  legal 
and  admissible.  With  the  admis¬ 
sion  into  evidence  of  the  video¬ 
taped  confession,  Bullock’s  con¬ 
viction  on  the  charges  would  be 
almost  certain,  according  to  Klent¬ 
ner.  The  defense  therefore  made  a 
“tactical  decision”  to  enter  a  plea 
of  guilty  pending  an  appeal  of  the 
judge’s  decision  to  admit  the  con¬ 
fession  as  evidence.  But  Klentner 
told  the  court  that  if  the  judge’s 
decision  was  reversed,  his  client’s 
guilty  plea  would  be  nullified.  A 
trial  and  sentencing  have  been  set 


for  November  29. 

Apparently,  the  police  first 
thought  they  had  arrested  Michael 
Winley,  since  the  suspect  identi¬ 
fied  himself  only  as  “Michael.” 
Winley  had  been  initially  sought 
on  charges  of  petty  larceny  stemm¬ 
ing  from  the  use  of  credit  cards 
belonging  to  James  Weber,  a 
42-year-old  actor  whose  body  was 
found  on  December  5  in  Central 
Park,  who  was  one  of  Bullock’s 
alleged  victims.  When  the  police 
discovered  dried  blood  in 
Bullock’s  apartment,  it  became  ev¬ 
ident  that  something  more  than 
petty  larceny  was  involved.  The  re¬ 
sulting  interrogation  produced  a 
detailed  confession  that  left  no 
doubt  as  to  Bullock’s  identity. 

Bullock’s  first  victim,  James 
Weber,  was  a  principal  performer 
in  the  Light  Opera  of  Manhattan. 
Bullock  told  the  court  he  went  into 
the  park  on  the  night  of  December 
4  “to  shoot  some  birds”  with  a  .38 
caliber  revolver  that  Winley  had 
given  him  as  a  birthday  present. 
Bullock  said  he  thought  Weber 
was  trying  to  mug  him,  so  “I  pull¬ 
ed  my  gun  out,  pointed  it  at  his 
head  and  fired.”  After  the  killing, 
Bullock  said  he  pulled  Weber’s 
pants  down  and  took  $200  from 
his  wallet. 

On  December  13,  a  week  later, 
Bullock  met  Edwina  Atkins,  a 
23-year-old  Harlem  prostitute  and 
took  her  to  108th  Street  and  West 
Drive,  the  scene  of  the  previous  in¬ 
cident.  “I  shot  a  man  here  a  few 
days  ago,”  Bullock  told  her. 
Atkins  seemed  unimpressed,  how¬ 
ever,  and  after  they  had  sex  at  her 
apartment,  Bullock  allegedly  put  a 
pillow  to  her  head  and  fired  a 
bullet  through  the  pillow.  “I  had 
told  her  too  much,”  Bullock  ex¬ 
plained  to  the  court  at  his  pretrial 
hearing.  Bullock  then  met  Stephen 
Glenn  Hassell,  aged  29,  a  partner 
in  a  Wall  Street  investment  firm, 
on  December  14.  Hassell  took 
Bullock  to  his  South  Street  apart¬ 
ment,  presumably  to  have  sex.  “I 
did  something  to  amuse  myself,” 
said  Bullock.  “I  pulled  my  gun, 
put  it  to  a  pilllow  and  fired  one 
shot  into  his  head.” 

Heriberto  Morales,  Bullock’s 
next  alleged  victim,  was  shot  on 
December  22  while  decorating  his 
Christmas  tree  at  his  Upper  Man¬ 
hattan  apartment  after  having  sex 
with  the  defendant.  “I  decided  to 
shoot  him  because  he  did  things  I 
didn’t  like,”  said  Bullock. 

The  following  day,  December 
23,  Bullock  allegedly  killed  his 
lover,  Michael  Winley,  who  was  29 
years  old,  at  their  basement  apart-

GPC  member  who  had  introduced 
the  motion  to  rescind  the  endorse¬ 
ment,  commented  in  a  letter  to  the 
Voice,  “Never  before  this  election 
has  the  blatant  partisanship  within 
the  caucus  been  so  obvious  to  the 
public  as  in  this  election.”

William  Marberry,  business 
manager  of  the  Voice,  told  GCN 
the  majority  of  GPC  board  mem¬ 
bers  are  “very  actively  involved 
with  the  Democratic  Party,  and 
that’s  a  very  gross  understate¬ 
ment.”

ment  on  upper  Madison  Avenue. 
“He  told  me  to  get  off  the  bed.  I 
didn’t  like  that,”  said  Bullock.  “I 
also  remembered  things  he’d  done 
to  me  in  the  past.  I  went  into  the 
bathroom  and  took  out  all  the 
bullets  but  one.  I  turned  the 
cylinder.  I  put  a  pillow  to  his  head, 
held  him  down,  pulled  the  trigger 
and  the  gun  went  off.” 

Bullock  supposedly  then  put  a 
plastic  bag  around  Winley’s  head, 
tied  up  the  body  and  placed  it  in  a 
cardboard  box.  The  body  was 
dumped  in  the  East  River,  where  it 
was  found  last  March. 

On  the  night  of  January  4, 
Bullock  said  he  used  a  sawed-off 
shot-gun  to  hold  up  Eric  Michael 
Fuller,  aged  28,  and  another  man 
on  Mountmorris  Park  near  120th 
Street  in  Harlem.  “I  told  them,  ‘if 
you  move,  you’re  crippled,”  said 
Bullock.  “Well,  someone  moved 
and  I  shot  him  in  the  back.  Then  I 
ran.” 

After  Bullock’s  testimony, 
Justice  Roberts  said  he  planned  to 
sentence  him  to  a  term  that 
“guarentees  you  never  get  out  of 
jail  as  long  as  you  shall  live.” 

Each  count  of  second-degree 
murder  carries  a  penalty  of  25 
years  to  life.  Observers  in  the 
courtroom  report  that  Bullock  did 
not  seem  phased  by  the  prospect  of 
a  life-time  sentence. 


fere,  a  black  Baltimore  lesbian 
grandmother,  personified  this  in¬ 
volvement.  She  came  to  the  rally 
with  her  daughter  despite  her  ar- 
thritis.  “I  just  felt  I  ought  to  be 
here,”  she  said. 

The  march  and  rally  were  plan¬ 
ned  by  three  groups:  People 
Against  Racism  and  the  Klan,  the 
All  People’s  Congress  and  the 
Committee  for  Racial  and  Reli¬ 
gious  Solidarity. 

Gay  activists  disagreed  about 
why  the  Confederation  of  Klans 
cancelled  and  whether  they  will  in¬ 
deed  march  on  November  27.  Lee 
David  Hoshall,  a  gay  journalist 
who  has  investigated  Klan  activi¬ 
ties  in  the  South,  believes  the  can¬ 
cellation  may  have  been  planned 
in  advance  in  order  to  sabotage 
organizing  efforts  of  the  anti-Klan 
forces.  A  national  coordinator  for 
People’s  Anti-War  Mobilization 
and  a  member  of  their  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Focus  believes  the  cancel¬ 
lation  proved  the  Klan  was  too 
weak  to  face  progressive  forces. 

“DC  is  a  majority  black  city,” 
commented  Jim  Trub  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Anti-Klan  Network.  “My 
original  idea  was  that  the  Klan  was 
coming  to  DC  to  provoke  a  con¬ 
frontation  to  make  themselves 
look  like  victims  when  in  fact  they 
are  the  perpetrators  of  violence.” 
Trub  added,  “If  the  Klan  does 
come  to  DC  on  the  27th,  their  pre¬ 
sense  will  spur  a  spontaneous  re¬ 
sponse  and  that  would  be  a  prim¬ 
ary  source  of  people  coming  to 
any  anti-Klan  rally.” 

Many  organizers  expressed 
disapointment  that  more  people 
did  not  turn  out. 

In  nearby  Silver  Springs, 
Maryland,  a  more  community- 
based  rally  drew  over  1 ,000  parti¬ 
cipants.  The  rally  was  planned  by 
a  loose  coalition  of  groups,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Urban  League,  the 
Ministerial  Alliances,  the  NAACP 
of  Montgomery  County,  church 
and  neighberhood  groups,  black 
student  associations  and  Mary¬ 
land  representatives  Mike  Barnes 
and  Karen  Mitchell.  The  demon¬ 


strators  were  more  than  ten  miles 
from  the  KKK,  the  result  of  of¬ 
ficial  permits  which  were  meant  to 
keep  the  two  groups  separate. 

The  Invisible  Empire’s  event 
was  billed  as  a  “support  your 
police  rally”  organized  by  Bill 
Wilkinson.  By  all  appearances  it 
should  have  been  called  a  “sup¬ 
port  your  Klan  rally”  organized 
by  the  Montgomery  County 
police. 

Wilkinson  brought  two  dozen 
robed  klansmen  from  his  head¬ 
quarters  in  Louisiana  to  Need- 
wood  Park  in  Montgomery  Coun¬ 
ty.  Others  who  wanted  to  attend 
the  rally  were  turned  away  by 
droves  of  riot-equipped  police 
who  surrounded  the  large  park 
and  blocked  both  entrances. 
Citing  the  need  for  “tight  secur¬ 
ity,”  they  secretly  led  klansmen  in 
and  out  of  the  park  and  admitted 
only  klansmen  and  “official” 
media  representatives. 

“They  converted  a  public  park 
into  an  armed  camp  where  only 
the  Klan  and  reporters  were  allow¬ 
ed  to  set  foot,’  said  Hoshall,  who 
was  denied  entry.  “The  Klan  was 
permitted,  in  effect,  to  hold  a  pri¬ 
vate  hate  rally  for  the  benefit  of 
the  police  and  the  news  media 
while  at  the  same  time  thousands 
of  decent  citizens  were  kicked  off 
public  property.”  According  to 
Hoshall,  the  police  officers 
routinely  asked  for  Klan  member¬ 
ship  cards  before  admitting  any¬ 
one  to  the  rally. 

An  hour  later,  after  klansmen 
had  been  mysteriously  whisked 
away,  the  police  announced  the 
rally  was  over  and  the  park  was 
closed  and  ordered  the  crowd  to 
disperse.

Unity  Against  the  Klan,  the  group 
that  organized  the  national  anti- 
Klan  march  on  Washington  on 
November  6,  is  several  thousand 
dollars  in  debt.

Confession  Obtained 
In  Beacon  Hill  Murder

BOSTON  —  Police  here  have 
arrested  the  confessed  murderer  of 
Gilbert  Thomson,  a  gay  Beacon 
Hill  resident  who  was  found  stabb¬ 
ed  in  his  Grove  Street  apartment  in 
the  early  morning  hours  of 
November  3. 

George  Hall,  described  by  a  pol¬ 
ice  spokesperson  as  “a  mental 
case,”  was  arrested  following  a 
rambling  interrogation  at  Boston 
Police  Headquarters  on  November 
5.  Hall,  a  Somerville  resident  with 
a  reported  history  of  commitment 
to  psychiatric  hospitals,  was  ar¬ 
raigned  on  charges  of  murder  and 
armed  robbery  on  November  8  in 
Boston  Municipal  Court  and  sent 
to  Bridgewater  State  Hospital  for 
observation. 

Boston  police  report  receiving  a 
call  on  the  911  emergency  number 
at  6:30  a.m.  on  November  3.  The 
caller,  presumably  the  murdered 
man  himself,  said  only  that  there 
had  been  a  stabbing  at  the  Grove 
Street  address.  Police  arriving  on 
the  scene  conducted  an  apartment-

discrimination  based  on  sexual 
orientation  on  the  use  of  university 
facilities  is  currently  being  faced 
by  the  University  Council.  Assoc¬ 
iate  Professor  and  Philadelphia 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Task  Force  co¬ 
chair  Larry  Gross  has  introduced 
an  ammendment  to  the 
university’s  non-discrimination 
guidelines  reading,  “University 
facilities  shall  not  be  made 


to-apartment  search  until  the  door 
to  a  basement  apartment  was  dis¬ 
covered  unlocked.  Upon  entering 
the  apartment,  police  found  blood 
in  the  kitchen,  bathroom  and  liv¬ 
ing  room,  where  Thomson,  still 
conscious  but  unable  to  speak,  was 
lying  in  bed  propped  against  the 
wall.  He  was  only  partially  clothed 
and  had  sustained  multiple  stab 
wounds  to  the  chest  and  stomach. 
Thomson  died  that  evening  at 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

Thomson’s  dog,  a  Russian 
wolfhound  ,  was  also  found  stabb¬ 
ed  to  death  in  the  apartment. 

A  search  of  the  apartment  un¬ 
covered  a  bloody  15-inch  butcher 
knife.  Police  reports  indicate  that 
there  was  no  sign  of  forced  entry, 
but  Deputy  Supt.  Jack  Barry  of 
the  Boston  Homocide  unit  told 
GCN,  “It’s  basically  a  robbery  or 
a  burglary  ...  he  took  something 
from  the  house.”  Asked  what  was 
missing  from  the  apartment.  Barry 
replied  that  a  small  amount  of 
money  and  a  few  personal  effects 
were  gone. 


“This  is  unquestionably  a  men¬ 
tal  case,”  Barry  said.  “We  know 
from  the  Somerville  police  and 
[Hall’s]  whole  family  that  he  has 
been  committed  on  several  occa¬ 
sions,  although  he’s  never  been 
psychotic.” 

According  to  a  report  in  the 
Boston  Herald  American,  how¬ 
ever,  Hall  told  police  he  stabbed 
Thomson  after  Thomson  slapped 
him  for  refusing  to  have  sex  with 
him.  Barry  would  not  comment  on 
that  report. 

Witnesses  in  the  building 
reported  hearing  a  party  in  the 
apartment  around  2  a.m.,  with 
three  or  four  male  and  female 
voices  present.  At  6:30  a.m.,  resi¬ 
dents  were  awakened  by  loud 
screams  and  a  man  yelling  ‘No, 
no!  Stop,  stop!”  Barry  told  GCN 
that  a  man  was  seen  fleeing  the 
scene. 

Police  say  Thomson  was  not  ac- 
quanted  with  Hall  and  they  are  not 
certain  whether  Thomson  was  pre¬ 
sent  in  the  apartment  at  the  time  of 
the  2  a.m.  party. 


available  to  external  organiza¬ 
tions  that  discriminate  on  any 
basis  prohibited  by  the  university’s 
statement  of  non-discrimination.”

radical  alternatives 

Dear  GCN: 

Just  as  I  was  preparing  my  response  to  Eric 
Rofes’  recent  letter  hailing  the  September  29  shin¬ 
dig  in  New  York  City  featuring  that  alleged  friend 
of  the  lesbian  and  gay  male  communities,  ex-Vice 
President  Mondale,  I  received  your  Nov.  6  issue 
with  Nancy  Wechsler’s  fine  piece,  “Not  Just  Like 
Them.”  Thanks,  Nancy,  you  said  it  beautifully! 
While  Rofes  was  correct  to  point  out  that  the 
Sept.  29  event  was  significant  because  it  attested 
to  the  strength  and  efforts  of  our  movement,  he 
completely  overlooked  the  dangers  inherent  in 
aligning  ourselves  with  the  Democrats.  As 
Wechsler  argued,  the  Democratic  Party  is  not  a 
neutral  vehicle  that  can  be  commandeered  by  pro¬ 
gressives  and  radicals  but  a  bulwark  of  the  capi¬ 
talist  system.  Well-meaning  people  like  Rofes 
tend  to  confuse  the  presence  of  some  progressive 
activists  within  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Democrats 
with  the  nature  of  the  party  itself,  its  leadership 
and  controlling  interests.  As  Wechsler  says,  the 
Democrats  were  moving  to  the  right  even  before 
Reagan:  witness  Jimmy  Carter’s  eleventh-hour 
military  budget,  his  unyielding  support  for 
Somoza  and  the  Shah  until  it  became  apparent 
even  to  him  that  the  tyrants  were  finished  and  his 
exploitation  of  his  “born  again”  religion  in  the 
1976  campaign  and  during  his  tenure  in  office. 
Wechsler  in  her  article  cited  the  shoddy  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  Democrats  in  the  Reagan  era;  to  that 
indictment  I  would  add  their  “mini-convention” 
this  past  summer,  with  its  resolution  in  support  of 
the  criminal  Israeli  invasion  of  Lebanon. 

Wechsler  is  absolutely  correct  when  she  says 
the  time  has  come  to  break  the  stranglehold  of  the 
“two-party  system”  over  American  politics.  We 
simply  can  not  allow  this  farce  to  continue;  we 
owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to  those  peoples  abroad 
whose  sufferings  are  due  to  U.S.  economic  and 
political  domination  to  create  genuine,  radical 
alternatives.  That  is  the  direction  in  which  our 
movement  should  be  going,  not  into  cozy  alliance 
with  the  Democrats.  In  Larry  Goldsmith’s  ac¬ 
count  of  the  New  England  Human  Rights  Cam¬ 
paign  Fund  dinner  in  Boston  (GCN,  Nov.  6)  he 
quotes  Virginia  Apuzzo’s  denunciation  of  the 
new  right  as  “polyester  patriots.”  “It  is  they  who 
betray  both  God  and  country,  not  us,”  she  add¬ 
ed.  Well,  if  Apuzzo  wants  to  wrap  herself  it)  the 
flag  and  religion,  that’s  her  prerogative.  To  me, 
the  accomodationist  sentiments  revealed  in  her 
remark  constitute  a  betrayal  of  the  radical  poten¬ 
tial  of  the  lesbian/gay  movement.  As  a  gay  male 
socialist  and  atheist  whose  stomach  turns  when¬ 
ever  ambitious  politicos  rattle  on  about  God  and 
country,  I  resent  Apuzzo’s  attempt  to  stake  a 
claim  on  territory  occupied  by  the  right-wing. 

Once  again,  thanks  to  Nancy  Wechsler  (and 
GCN)  for  a  cogent,  well-argued  polemic  that 
should  be  required  reading  for  all  those  in  our- 
movement  who,  in  their  well-intentioned  folly, 
urge  us  to  leap  into  the  arms  of  the  Democrats.

My  malaise  is  a  reaction 
to  a  point  of  view  I  found  throughout  the  article, 
which  is  articulated  clearly  in  the  following  pas¬ 
sage: 

Centurions  is  actually  quite  a  sweet  movie; 
my  dissatisfaction  with  it  is  that  it  just  isn’t 
violent  enough.  I  came  for  whips  and 
chains  and  found  love  instead. 

If  I  were  to  write  a  review  of  my  life,  I  would 
say  that  some  of  my  major  dissatisfactions  with  it 
arise  from  the  fact  that  there  just  isn’t  enough 
love.  I  came  for  love,  and  found  rape,  war  and 
violence  instead.  Because  so  much  of  my  struggle 
involves  learning  to  embrace  the  potential  for  vio¬ 
lence  that  I,  like  many  others,  alas,  have,  and  to 
transform  it  into  positive  affirmations  of  life  and 
love,  Bronski  seemed  to  me  to  be  headed  in  the 
wrong  direction.

Dear  GCN: 

Once  again  I  take  pen  in  hand  to  respond  to 
some  rather  misguided  Community  Voices,  in  the 
Nov.  13  issue. 

To  Janet  Schrim:  As  an  anti-pornography  fem¬ 
inist  I  have  been  censored  within  our  community. 
The  Boston  gay  bookstore  refuses  to  carry  my 
pamphlet,  “Pornography:  A  License  to  Kill,”  on 
the  grounds  that  it  advocates  censorship. 

We  are  not  “confused”  in  targetting  porn  in 
the  media.  It  is  the  woman-hating  element  in  all 
the  media  mentioned. 

Our  reasoning  is  not“sloppy,”  but  Ms. 
Schrim’s  vocabulary  is.  And  we  are  concerned 
with  the  exploitation  of  human  beings,  not  just 
with  women’s  struggle  to  survive.  But  statistics 
show  that  99  out  of  100  persons  arrested  for  rape 
are  male,  and  that  9  out  of  10  jailed  for  murder 
are  male.  Women  are  participating  unwillingly  in 
an  undeclared  war,  according  to  the  Statistical 
Abstract.  One  out  of  every  four  murder  victims  is 
female  and  nine  out  of  ten  of  their  killers  are  men. 
The  only  way  to  explain  the  disproportionate 
number  of  male  killers  of  women  is  to  look  at 
male  attitudes.  Pornography  fuels  their  hatred 
and  contempt,  while  arousing  sexual  desire  with 
women  as  the  bait.  While  not  the  sole  cause,  it  is 
effective  propaganda. 

As  a  Lesbian,  I  oppose  porn  because  it  is  incon¬ 
sistent  with  the  life-affirming,  self-loving  and 
self-defined  image  I  project.  A  dyke  by  my  defini¬ 
tion  is  a  positive  individual,  not  someone  who 
derives  pleasure  from  hurting  or  exploiting 
another  being. 

Even  the  most  laissez-faire  of  capitalists  do  not 
allow  another  business  to  hang  a  sign  on  their 
building,  but  as  long  as  the  female  body  is  sold  as 
a  commodity,  people  hang  that  sign  on  me.  How 
long  will  Lesbians  allow  ourselves  as  women  to  be 
misrepresented  before  the  public?

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An  open  letter 
to  the  gay  community 
on  hepatitis  B 


Hepatitis  B,  a  serious  disease, 
may  be  sexually  transmitted 

Sexually  transmitted  diseases  among  the 
gay  community  are  epidemic.  Herpes  has 
recently  received  a  lot  of  attention; 
gonorrhea  and  syphilis  are  well  known; 
but  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC)  recently  issued  a  major 
recommendation  for  the  prevention  of 
another  sexually  transmitted  disease: 
Hepatitis  B.  In  their  Morbidity  and 
Mortality  Weekly  Report,  the  CDC  stated: 
“Susceptible  homosexually  active  males 
should  be  vaccinated  [against  hepatitis  B] 
regardless  of  their  age  or  duration  of  their 
homosexual  practices.” 

Gay  men  are  at  a  high  risk  of 
contracting  hepatitis  B 

In  one  study,  from  51%  to  76%  of  3,816 
gay  men  seen  in  five  sexually  transmitted 
disease  clinics  had  evidence  of  past  or 
present  hepatitis  B  infection.  Once 
infected,  there’s  a  6%  to  10%  chance  of 
becoming  a  carrier— capable  of  passing 
on  the  virus.  The  CDC  estimated  there 
are  nearly  1  million  carriers  in  the  United 
States  and  that  100,000  of  these  carriers 
are  gay  men. 


The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be 
passed  on  by  contact  with 
contaminated  body  fluids 

such  as  saliva,  urine,  semen,  and  blood. 
The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be  transmitted 
through  tiny  breaks  in  the  skin  or  contact 
with  mucous  membranes.  This  can  occur 
during  intimate  sexual  contact  and  can 
lead  to  hepatitis  B  for  the  partner  of  an 
infected  person.  Although  most  patients 
recover  and  over  half  contracting 
hepatitis  B  do  not  get  symptoms,  there  is 
no  specific  treatment  and  no  known  cure 
for  hepatitis  B  infections. 

Hepatitis  B  may  lead  to  even 
more  serious  complications 

For  those  who  do  get  symptoms  of 
hepatitis  B,  a  mild  or  severe  “flu-like” 
sickness  may  continue  for  weeks  or 
months.  Ten  percent  of  all  infections 
become  long  lasting  (chronic)  with 
potential  complications  that  are 
sometimes  more  serious  than  those  of 
other  sexually  transmitted  diseases.  The 
serious  complications  include  the  chronic 
carrier  state,  chronic  active  hepatitis, 
chronic  persistent  hepatitis,  cirrhosis,  and 
even  cancer  of  the  liver.  Every  year 
almost  4,000  carriers  die  of  cirrhosis.  In 
addition,  carriers  have  a  risk  273  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  general 
population  of  contracting  a  usually  fatal 
form  of  liver  cancer. 


Now  this  serious  sexually 
transmitted  disease  is  usually 
preventable  by  vaccination  with 
the  new  hepatitis  B  vaccine 

After  more  than  a  decade  of  research  and 
development,  a  new  vaccine  is  available 
for  prevention,  not  treatment,  of  hepatitis 
B.  In  clinical  studies,  the  vaccine  was 
highly  effective  in  preventing  hepatitis  B 
infection  and  was  generally  well 
tolerated.  No  serious  adverse  reactions 
occurred  in  these  studies. 

The  vaccination  regimen  consists  of  a 
series  of  three  injections,  the  first  two  a 
month  apart  and  the  third,  six  months 
after  the  first.  To  be  effective,  the  vaccine 
must  be  given  before  a  person  gets 
hepatitis  B.  The  vaccine  helps  prevent  the 
disease:  It  is  not  effective  as  a  treatment. 

We  suggest  that  you  consult  your  doctor 
to  determine  if  you  should  be  vaccinated. 

For  more  information 
about  hepatitis  B  and  the 
vaccine  to  prevent  it,  contact 
your  doctor,  clinic,  or  the 
American  Liver  Founda¬ 
tion.

Why  you  should  consult  your  doctor  or  clinic 

The  vaccine  helps  protea  against  infeaion  caused  by 
hepatitis  B  virus.  This  virus  is  an  important  cause  of  viral 
hepatitis,  a  disease  mainly  of  the  liver.  Even  mild  forms  of 
this  disease  may  lead  to  serious  complications  and 
aftereffeas,  including  liver  cancer.  There  is  no  specific 
treatment  for  viral  hepatitis. 

Vaccination  is  recommended  for  persons  who  have  a 
higher  risk  of  becoming  infeaed  with  hepatitis  B  virus 
because  of  frequent,  close  contaa  with  infeaed  people  or 
exposure  to  body  fluids  from  such  people.  It  will  not 


protea  against  hepatitis  caused  by  viruses  other  than 
hepatitis  B  virus. 

No  serious  adverse  reaaions  were  reported  in  over 
6,000  individuals  receiving  the  vaccine  in  clinical  trials. 
The  most  frequent  reaaion  was  soreness  at  the  point  of 
injection;  less  common  local  reactions  included  redness, 
swelling,  warmth,  or  formation  of  a  hard,  lumplike  spot. 
The  local  effeas  were  usually  mild  and  lasted  no  more 
than  2  days  after  vaccination.  Occasionally,  low-grade 
fever  (less  than  101  °F)  occurred.  When  it  did,  it  usually 
lasted  no  longer  than  48  hours  following  vaccination.  In 


rare  cases,  fever  over  102  °F  was  reported. 

More  generalized  complaints  including  malaise, 
fatigue,  headache,  nausea,  dizziness,  muscle  pain,  and 
joint  pain  were  reported  infrequently.  Rash  was  reported 
rarely.  As  with  any  vaccine,  broad  use  may  reveal 
additional  adverse  reaaions. 

Your  doaor  or  clinic  knows  what  special  care  must 
be  taken  when  administering  the  vaccine  and  in 
determining  who  should  receive  the  vaccine.  The  vaccine 
is  not  intended  for  persons  who  are  allergic  to  any  of  its 
components.

Odyssey  of  a  Unicorn 

An  Afternoon 
at  the  Cinema

A  long  time  ago  Rita  Mae 
Brown  made  quite  a  splash  by 
sneaking  into  one  of  the  steam 
baths  and  pretending  to  be  a  man. 
1  have  always  envied  Rita  Mae  her 
ability  to  “pass”  and  get  a  first¬ 
hand  experience  of  what  people 
like  me  can  only  imagine. 

One  Thursday  night,  while  we 
were  laying  out  the  paper,  I  hap¬ 
pened  to  notice  some  advertise¬ 
ments  for  porno  flicks,  which  re¬ 
minded  me  of  my  past  in  that  re¬ 
gard.  I  have  spent  some  pleasant 
hours,  carefully  bound  up  in  my 
raincoat,  in  the  South  Station 
Cinema.  To  local  residents,  this 
needs  no  introduction.

Devil  in  Miss  Jones.”  They  each 
had  about  twenty  minutes’  worth 
of  good  laughs,  but  I  don’t  think 
the  three-piece  suiters  in  the  after¬ 
noon  audience  appreciated  our 
loud  guffaws. 

That  interlude,  however,  was 
mild  compared  with  the  South  Sta¬ 
tion  Cinema.  Tinker  wanted  to  get 
down  to  serious  affairs,  so  the 
straight  stuff  had  to  go.  He  wanted 
a  taste  of  high  life  lavender  style.  I 
was  not  at  all  certain  that  1  would 
be  welcome,  but  Tinker  wouldn’t 
go  without  me,  so  I  figured 
nothing  too  dreadful  would  hap¬ 
pen  to  both  of  us  together. 
Besides,  I  know  the  manager  of  the 
theatre. 

I  can’t  for  the  life  of  me  re¬ 
member  the  titles  of  the  films 
showing  that  evening.  All  I  know 
is  that  the  place  was  crowded  and  / 
wanted  to  watch  the  films,  but 
Tinker  had  his  head  on  a  swivel 
and  kept  repeating,  “Nan,  did  you 
see  thatTVl”,  pointing  to  some¬ 
thing  across  the  aisle  or  in  front  of 
us  or  behind  us.  I  said,  indelicate¬ 
ly,  “Shut  up  and  keep  your  eyes  on 
the  screen.  You  wanna  get  us  kill¬ 
ed???”  The  poor  fellow  couldn’t 
understand  my  concern. 

I  tried  to  explain  to  him  that 
what  he  was  so  astonished  about 
—  the  activities  taking  place  all 
around  us  —  was  comme  il  faut, 
par  for  the  course,  only  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  in  such  a  place.  Indeed, 
that  was  the  real  purpose  of  the 
place,  its  excuse  for  being.  No¬ 


body  but  Tinker  and  I  would  have 
gone  strictly  to  look  at  the  pic¬ 
tures.  He  really  was  funny  to 
watch. 

About  twenty  minutes  after  we 
arrived,  Tinker  announced  that  he 
had  to  go  to  the  bathroom.  The 
bathroom  is  behind  the  screen, 
and  what  happens  there  makes 
what  goes  on  in  front  of  the  screen 
seem  very  tame  indeed.  I  do  not 
know  this  from  first  hand  observa¬ 
tion.  I  have  it  from  reliable  sources 
that  this  is  so.  And  I  am  not  about 
to  take  any  chances,  not  on  your 
sweet  life. 

“I  gotta  pee,”  says  Tinker. 
“You’re  not  going  back  there;  I 
don’t  care  what  you  gotta  do, 
cause  I  can’t  go  back  there  with 
you  and  you  delectable  morsel 
you,  they’ll  eat  you  alive  back 
there.  Un  uh,  you  are  not  going 
back  there  and  that’s  final.” 

Hopelessly,  “I  gotta  pee.  I  really 
gotta  pee.”

Twenty  minutes.  I  barely  got  a 
look  at  anything  interesting.

They  could  scarcely  get  their  flies 
unzipped  in  that  time.  I  felt  a  little 
sulky.  Tinker  was  remorseful.

The  Freedom  to  be  Academic 


Discovery  ’82 

The  Eighth  National  Conference 
of  the  Gay  Academic  Union 

Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  Chicago, 
Illinois 

October  8-10,  1982

Gathered  in  the  somewhat  faded 
and  tarnished  splendor  of  Chi¬ 
cago’s  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  the 
Gay  Academic  Union  held  its 
eighth  national  conference 
October  8-10,  1982,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  Gay  Horizons,  the 
umbrella  corporation  of  Chicago’s 
lesbian/gay  social  services.  With 
nearly  five  hundred  registrants 
attending  some  sixty  or  more 


workshops  “Celebrating  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Achievements  in  Scholar¬ 
ship,  Community  Building  and 
Individual  Growth,  ’  ’  the  gathering 
provided  a  laboratory  of  current 
themes  and  contradictions  with 
the  movement.  No  one  could 
attend  all  the  sessions  —  indeed 
some  were  only  for  men  or  women 
or  Blacks  —  and  they  met  fourteen 
at  a  time  in  four  sets  over  the  week¬ 
end.  But  the  coordination  of  such 
vast  diversity  does  represent  a  tri¬ 
umph  in  careful  programming, 
scheduling  and  organization. 
Housing,  daycare  and  signing  were 
provided.  Rather  like  a  college 
catalogue,  however,  the  structure 


prevented  any  integration,  line¬ 
crossing  or  search  for  a  coherent 
philosophy  or  program  of  action. 

Whatever  unity  the  conference 
provided  was  summarized  by  Bar¬ 
bara  Grier  in  her  keynote  address 
“Success  is  Never  a  Secret.”  She 
said  that  “Coming  Out  is  our  first 
priority,”  not  just  for  its  political 
implications  but  most  of  all  for  the 
happiness  and  joy  one’s  open  sex¬ 
uality  brings  to  oneself.  She 
denounced  the  wrong-headed 
meanness  of  those  who  urge  peo¬ 
ple  to  stay  closeted  so  that  they  can 
contribute  anonymously  to  others 
who  are  free.  Encouraging  anyone 
to  be  secret  about  the  joy  to  be 


found  in  sexual  relationships  is, 
according  to  Grier,  an  act  of  un¬ 
mitigated  cruelty.  She  spoke  of  the 
“right  of  everyone  in  the  world  to 
be  happy  all  the  time”;  for  her, 
“Success  is  being  out.”  Grier’s 
address  was  interrupted  often  by 
applause  and  ended  with  a  stand¬ 
ing  ovation.  Many  (including  my¬ 
self)  wept  openly  to  find  our 
dreams  so  fully  realized  and  so 
openly  expressed. 

Beyond  the  act  of  coming  out, 
however,  the  unity  of  the  con¬ 
ference  faded.  The  address  of 
Dennis  Altman,  “Gay/Lesbian 
Culture:  What  Is  It?”  followed  by 
a  panel  discussion  brought  out 
many  of  the  contradictions  ex¬ 
pressed  more  pointedly  in  some  of 
the  workshops.  Without  malice  or 
guilt  tripping,  Susan  Schleef 
pointed  out  the  dilemma  of 
lesbians  in  the  chorus  movement. 
Schleef  estimated  that  there  were 
about  twenty-five  gay  male 
choruses  around  the  country  and 
about  twenty-five  feminist  chor¬ 
uses.  But  there  are  only  a  couple  of 
lesbian/gay  choruses  and  a  couple 
of  lesbian  choruses.  Thus,  lesbian 
expression  found  fewer  outlets 
than  either  gay  men  or  hetero¬ 
sexual  women.  Gay  males  have  a 
tendency  to  conceptualize  the 
movement  as  composed  of  two 
equal  parts,  male  and  female, 
much  as  some  heterosexuals  tend 
to  conceptualize  the  world  as  com¬ 
posed  of  two  equal  parts,  homo¬ 
sexual  and  heterosexual.  As  Eric 
Garber  of  the  San  Francisco  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  History  Project 
pointed  out,  there  are  many  more 
than  two  separate  directions;  there 
are  many  ways  which  together 
make  a  movement. 

In  the  opening  address,  Dennis 
Altman  compared  the  search  for  a 
gay  “culture”  to  that  of  the 
Rumanian,  Yugoslav,  Hungarian 
and  other  nationalists  within  the 
disintegrating  Hapsburg  Empire 
during  the  nineteenth  and  early 
twentieth  centuries.  Perhaps  he 
had  in  mind  Leopold  von  Sacher- 
Masoch  (1835-95)  who  in  addition 
to  giving  his  name  (“masochism”) 
to  the  language  was  also  a  pan- 
Slav  patriot  and  writer.  The  anal¬ 
ogy  between  the  Hapsburg  Empire 
and  the  lesbian/gay  liberation 
movement  may  be  less  far-fetched 
than  it  seems.  The  romantic  reifi¬ 
cation  of  “Kultur”  into  a  guiding 
spirit  served  as  a  substitute  where 
no  existing  social  structure  existed. 
The  Empire  was  constantly  torn  by 
nationalist  factions  contending 
against  the  Germans.  In  my  wan¬ 
dering  to  Lincoln  Park,  I  found  a 
gigantic  statue  of  Goethe,  the 
German  “Kultur”  Hero,  in  whose 
name  many  crimes  have  been 
committed.  Unless  we  are  careful, 
the  gay  search  for  heroes  might 
provide  us  with  a  similar  frosting 
which  covers  an  empty  if  not 
rotten  interior.  Thus,  I  tala  Rutter 
and  Michael  Worley  in  their  work¬ 
shop  promised  to  discuss  “Oscar 
Wilde,  Verlaine,  and  Proust, 
among  others,  who  regarded  art  as 
a  kind  of  religion,  and  for  whom 
the  arts  became  an  antidote  for  the 
drudgeries  of  real  life.” 

The  “Kultur”  concept  would 
certainly  have  to  be  stretched  to 
cover  all  the  experiences  repre¬ 
sented  by  sessions  of  Radical  Faer¬ 
ies,  Sisters  of  Perpetual  Indul¬ 
gence,  Pederasty,  Dominance  and 
Submission,  Hustlers  (cancelled). 
Matriarchy,  “Deaf  and  Gay,”  Bi¬ 
sexuality,  “Black  and  Gay,”  as 
well  as  some  more  conventional 
academic  areas  such  as  the  “Col¬ 
lege  Administration”  or  “From 
the  Classroom  to  the  Courtroom: 
The  Struggle  for  Gay  Rights.”  To 
include  everyone,  everything 
would  have  to  be  homogenized 
and  generalized  until  all  distinctive 
characteristics  had  been  chiseled 
away.  Such  a  gay  “Kultur”  would 
be  both  dead  and  deadly  as  it 
choked  off  intellectual,  artistic 
and  social  creativity.

Robert  McNee  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Cincinnati  laid  out  a  five- 
point  program  for  a  cultural  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  gay  ghetto:  Freedom, 
Friendship,  Liberation  of  Eros, 
Sharing  and  Spirituality.  While  I 
would  find  “Spirituality”  no  less 
alarming  than  “Kultur,”  I  can’t 
image  any  liberation  worth  having 
without  the  other  components. 
While  Dennis  Altman  declared 
that  “Our  sexuality  is  central  to 
who  we  are  and  what  the  rest  of 
society  is,”  that  generalization  can 
easily  dissolve  into  meaningless 
rhetoric  unless  our  erotic  selves 
become  incorporated  into  our 
learning.  Generally  I  would  avoid 
the  term  “culture”  and  use  “con¬ 
sciousness”  or  “sensibility” 
instead.  The  latter  terms  allow  for 
more  activity  and  creativity  while 
the  former  can  too  easily  become 
simply  monumental,  ceremonial 
and  largely  meaningless. 

From  the  workshops,  one  might 
conclude  that  gay  sensibility  has 
come  to  be  realized  most  force¬ 
fully  in  slide  shows.  Among  the 
slide  presentations  were  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  Gregory  Sprague,  “The 
Historical  Transformation  of 
Urban  Gay  Subcultures  into  an 
American  Gay  Culture”;  Kathy 
Valentine  &  Murf  Moorfield, 
“Legacy  of  Matriarchy”;  Robert 
McNee,  “The  Radical  Faeries”; 
Eric  Garber,  “T’Aint  Nobody’s 
Business:  Homosexuality  in  Har¬ 
lem  in  the  1920s”;  Karla  Jay, 
“The  New  Golden  Age  of  Sappho: 
A  Slide  Lecture  on  Natalie  Clif¬ 
ford  Barney  and  Renee  Vivien”; 
and  Itala  Rutter  &  Michael  Wor¬ 
ley,  “Gay  Aesthetics.”  While  the 
slide  shows  must  have  been  less 
appealing  to  those  who  were  blind 
and  have  presented  problems  for 
signing  for  those  who  were  deaf, 
the  lesbian/gay  attachment  to 
images  would  in  itself  be  a  subject 
worth  exploring  further.  Have  we 
turned  to  slides  because  we  need  to 
communicate  across  such  gulfs  of 
gender,  age,  ethnic,  educational 
and  other  differences?  Or  is  there 
something  peculiarly  lesbian/gay 
about  celluloid,  the  reflecting 
screen,  the  darkened  room  and 
flickering  lights  which  especially 
express  and  appeal  to  our  con¬ 
sciousness?  Perhaps  that  will  be  a 
subject  for  the  ninth  annual  gay 
academic  union  meeting. 

Respectability  provided  one  of 
the  unsettling  organizing  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  get-together.  The  les¬ 
bian/gay  conference  fit  between 
weddings  and  other  conferences. 
Presumably  the  hotel  gave  the 
same  “touch  of  class”  for  the 
homosexuals  as  for  the  hetero¬ 
sexuals.  In  the  Waldorf  Room 
there  were  four  chandeliers  of  cut- 
glass,  thirteen  mirrored  wall  lights, 
many  gilded  pilasters  and  several 
fake  mirror  windows  with  heavy 
drapes.  One  of  the  receptions  had 
two  overripe  honeydew  melons 
stuck  together  with  pieces  of  fruit 
on  toothpicks  and  topped  with  a 
pineapple.  And  the  Hilton  restau¬ 
rant  served  absolutely  the  worst 
fried  chicken  I  have  ever  eaten.  I 
joked  half-heartedly  with  a  com¬ 
panion  trying  to  stomach  a  cheese¬ 
burger,  “Is  this  what  they  take  to 
be  gay  cuisine?” 

As  with  the  accompanying  wed¬ 
ding  receptions,  the  lesbian/gay 
conference  was  far  removed  from 
sexuality,  even  though  sexuality 
had  occasioned  the  gathering.  The 
hotel  facade  provided  a  false 
front,  an  affectation  of  being  rul¬ 
ing  class,  objective  and  without 
sex.  The  Conrad  Hilton  was 
located  far  from  Chicago’s  gay 
ghetto;  I  had  to  travel  for  nearly  an 
hour  on  the  bus  to  reach  Lincoln 
Park  where  I  found  a  refreshing 
orgy.  The  conference  crowd  was  as 
inhibited  in  its  sexual  references  as 
the  weddings.  The  only  two  sexual 
suggestions  1  heard  reminded  me 
more  of  the  fifties  than  of  libera¬ 
tion.  Three  lesbians  on  the  eleva-

Pedophilia,  Prisons  and  Public 


fnyu/y  this  year,  Tom  O'Carroll  was  released  from  a  two-year 
jail  sentence  (of  which  he  served  16  months)  for  "conspiring  to 
corrupt  (British)  public  morals."  This  bizarre  charge  has  only 
been  used  a  handful  of  times  in  recent  years,  and  mainly  to 
intimidate  magazines  which  supposedly  encourage  prostitution, 
gay  adult  sex,  or  exchange  of  pornography  In  1 980  it  was  used, 
on  the  instruction  of  the  British  Attorney  General  and  just  after 
the  Conservative  government  of  Margaret  Thatcher  swept  into 
power,  against  the  Pedophile  Information  Exchange  (PIE).  PIE  is 
Britain's  only  organisation  concerned  solely  with  counselling  and 
supporting  adults  sexually  attracted  to  young  people.  Since  its 
founding  in  1974  its  membership  has  effectively  consisted  of 
boy-loving  men.  Tom  0 ‘Carroll  has  been  its  leading  light  for  the 
last  five  years.  Author  of  Paedophilia,  the  Radical  Case  (recent¬ 
ly  released  in  a  US  paper  edition  by  Alyson  Press,  Boston)  and 
former  chairperson  of  PIE  and  its  leading  spokesperson,  it  was 
Tom  who  was  found  guilty  of  conspiring  to  corrupt  public  morals 
at  an  Old  Bailey  trial  in  1981 ,  while  three  fellow  defendants 
were  acquitted 

Soon  after  his  release — and  a  well-earned  holiday  outside  of 
Britain — Tom  gave  the  following  interview  to  Roger  Moody  who 
covered  the  trial  for  GCN  in  1981 .  It  is  the  only  interview  he 
has  given  anywhere  since  March  that  year. 

Roger:  It's  pretty  widely  known  that,  in  the  prison  hier¬ 
archy,  people  who  supposedly  molest  kids  are  treated  the 
most  viciously  of  all.  You  are  one  of  the  most  articulate  and 
circumspect  of  any  to  have  been  convicted  of  a  so-called 
sexual  crime,  and  you  were  compared  to  Oscar  Wilde  by 
the  magazine  New  Society  soon  after  you  were  convicted. 
How  did  the  scale  of  values  operate  in  your  case? 

Tom:  There  are  various  things  which  have  got  to  happen 
before  pedophiles  are  identified  as  such— or  as  so-called 
“nonces,"  the  term  used  for  anyone  involved  in  sexual 
offences,  rapists  as  well  as  those  who've  had  relationships 
with  children.  In  my  case,  on  the  very  first  day,  as  soon  as  I 
arrived  in  reception  at  Wormwood  Scrubs  prison,  officers 
shouted  along  the  corridor:  “Here’s  another  nonce  com¬ 
ing!"  All  the  prisoners  at  reception  could  hear  this.  The 
other  prisoners  were  also  allowed  to  shout  at  you,  call  you  a 
“nonce,"  while  prison  officers  were  present.  I  was  made  to 
feel  the  whole  hierarchy  was  very  much  against  me  from  the 
very  start,  and  I  was  fearful  I  would  be  beaten  up  within  the 
first  twenty-four  hours. 

Roger:  Did  this  apply  to  everyone  convicted  of  a  sexual 
offence,  or  was  it  applied  specifically  against  you  because  of 
your  notoreity? 

Tom:  I  learned  later  that  the  reception  treatment  applies 
to  pretty  well  all  those  known  to  the  prison  staff  as  being 
convicted  for  sexual  offences.  But  there  had  been  a  fairly 
enormous  amount  of  publicity  in  my  case;  this  was  seen  by  a 
lot  of  people  in  prison  and  did  appear  to  make  a  lot  of  differ¬ 
ence.  A  man  came  in  later  who'd  been  convicted  of  murder¬ 
ing  a  child — he'd  had  nothing  like  so  much  publicity  as  me  yet 
he  was  given  a  much  easier  time.  I  was  looked  at  askance 
even  by  other  people  on  Rule  43  (solitary  wing  for  their 
own  protection).  There  were  guys  involved  in  rape,  a  man 
who'd  slit  the  throat  of  an  old  man  during  the  course  of  a 
robbery,  and  they  regarded  me  as  being  far  more  beyond 
the  pale  than  themselves. 

Many  people  in  for  sexual  offences  do  manage  to  disguise 
the  reason  why  they're  in,  and  they  stay  on  ordinary  wings.  I 
couldn’t  have  done  this  because  of  the  enormous  publicity. 
My  name's  an  uncommon  name,  besides  which  I  didn't  want 
to  do  it.  I'd  been  "out"  as  a  pedophile  for  several  years  and 
didn’t  see  it  as  being  an  easy  option  to  try  to  pretend  I  was  a 
burglar  or  in  for  fraud.  I  decided  to  go  straight  away  onto 
Rule  43.  I  don’t  regret  that  decision,  for  I  was  at  least  able 
to  be  myself,  and  gain  some  kind  of  acceptance.  Whereas 
other  prisoners  would  have  their  cell  walls  covered  with 
busty  pinups  of  women.  I’d  have  busty  pictures  of  boys  up 
around  my  cell  walls— not  the  same  kind  of  pictures  though 
by  any  means! 

This  caused  problems  with  a  number  of  the  other  in¬ 
mates — it  came  to  a  near  fight  with  one  of  my  cellmates,  but 
I  wouldn't  back  down  and  he  ultimately  let  it  go. 

How  does  Rule  43  operate?  To  start  with  you’re  in  a  cell 
23  hours  a  day.  You  can't  do  prison  work:  there  are  no 
opportunties  for  education  classes,  you  can't  use  the  gym, 
play  football.  You  just  spend  the  whole  time  in  your  cell, 
usually  with  another  person  with  whom  you  don't  share  any¬ 
thing  in  common.  I  was  in  a  special  unit  where  those  on  Rule 
43  didn’t  come  into  contact  at  all  with  other  prisoners. 
Later,  after  I’d  been  in  Wormwood  Scrubs  for  about  6 
months,  I  went  to  another  part  of  the  jail  where  prisoners 
not  on  Rule  43  served  meals.  And  this  gave  rise  to  a  great 
deal  of  opportunity  for  trouble.  There  was  one  guy  in 
particular  who  served  tea,  and  always  ensured  that  I  had  only 
half  a  cup.  We  had  literally  a  storm  in  a  teacup!— with  me 
demanding  my  full  cup  and  bringing  over  an  officer  on  each 


occasion  to  make  sure  it  was  filled.  The  man  got  madder  and 
madder  about  this  and  eventually  he  caught  me  on  the 
stairs— they're  always  supposed  to  be  guarded  but  on  this 
occasion  they  weren’t.  I  was  going  up  with  a  tray  of  food, 
this  guy  was  coming  down  and  he  just  bashed  me.  My  tray 
went  one  way;  I  went  the  other.  There  were  two  or  three 
other  incidents  like  that,  none  too  bad— just  punches.  If 
you're  on  the  wing,  however,  and  a  guy  gets  hold  of 
you— and  this  happened  to  a  friend  of  mine— then  they  have 
more  time  to  plan  their  assaults.  They  played  noughts  and 
crosses  [tic-tac-toe]  on  my  friend’s  face  with  a  razor,  while 
four  or  five  other  prisoners  held  him  down.  This  is  the  sort 
of  thing  that  can  happen. 

Roger:  There  was  a  stage  at  which  you  were  rather 
abruptly  removed  from  Wormwood  Scrubs  to  Wandsworth 
Prison  (London).  Was  there  a  specific  incident  which 
prompted  that? 

Tom:  I  had  just  been  bashed  but  that  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it.  It  was  due  to  the  general  overcrowding  at  Worm¬ 
wood  Scrubs.  At  Wandsworth  there  were  about  a  hundred 
Rule  43  prisoners,  whereas  at  the  Scrubs  there  had  been  a 
special  unit  with  only  twenty  of  us. 

Roger:  What  happened  when  you  arrived  there? 


Tom:  It  was  a  totally  different  atmostphere.  I  was  rather 
worried  about  going  there,  I’d  heard  stories  about  it.  But 
the  main  problem  was  that  even  the  guys  on  Rule  43  for 
their  own  protection  had  it  in  for  me  because  of  the  public¬ 
ity  surrounding  my  case.  The  Rule  43  population  seemed  to 
be  pretty  evenly  divided  between  "nonces"  and  "grasses" 
[ informants].  The  grasses  wanted  to  establish  their  domi¬ 
nance  over  the  nonces,  and  unfortunately  I  got  bashed  a 
couple  of  times  in  the  same  day.  At  that  point  I  decided  it 
was  prudent  to  go  on  Double  Rule  43,  which  meant  isolation 
from  all  but  a  half  dozen  prisoners.  This  at  least  had  the  vir¬ 
tue  of  a  single  cell. 

Roger:  How  far  were  the  prison  officers  complicit  in  the 
prisoners’  provocations? 

Tom:  At  the  Scrubs  there  was  a  real  fear  of  violence  from 
the  officers  themselves.  One  officer  in  particular  did  all  sorts 
of  things  to  get  at  me.  He  didn't  actually  hit  me,  because  I’m 
rather  good  at  complaining  and  I  think  he  sensed  that  rather 
quickly,  but  other  people  in  the  unit  did  get  hit  from  time  to 
time.  There  are  various  means  of  harassment  I  encountered. 
For  example,  if  you're  making  an  application  you'd  be 
barked  at  and  they’d  try  as  far  as  possible  to  make  sure  your 
application  is  unsuccessful.  They’d  deliberately  forget  to 
write  things  down.  If  you  want  to  see  the  education  officer, 
you'd  have  to  make  the  application  many  times  before  you 
get  through  to  the  man  concerned. 

Roger:  When  you  were  imprisoned  at  the  beginning  of 
1 98 1  there  were  many  restrictions  on  prisoners’  rights.  But 
just  after  you  were  transferred  to  Wandsworth,  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Court  ruling  was  brought  into  effect  which  meant  a 
certain  relaxation  of  these  restrictions.  What  was  the 
change  and  how  important  is  it  for  prisoners? 

Tom:  I  think  it  was  quite  important.  The  rulings  on  letters 
haven't  changed.  A  prisoner  is  allowed  two  letters  out  per 
week  and  officially  two  letters  in— though  in  practise  all  pris¬ 


oners  are  allowed  as  many  incoming  letters  as  they  like  so 
long  as  it  doesn’t  become  vast.  The  content  of  these  letters 
was  censored  before  Decmber  1 98 1  —especially  if  you  were 
writing  about  the  conduct  of  prison  officers.  But  now  it's 
possible  for  a  prisoner  to  say  anything  he  likes  about  a  prison 
officer.  If  it’s  a  complaint  which  might  affect  the  officer’s 
position  in  any  way,  it  has  to  have  been  made  internally  first, 
but  it  doesn't  have  to  have  been  resolved.  And  this  has  made 
an  enormous  difference.  Where  I  had  the  problems  was  not 
in  getting  things  out,  however,  so  much  as  getting  in  any 
published  material  to  do  with  pedophilia.  This  fell  into  the 
discretionary  area,  and  the  governor  can  stop  any  published 
material  entering  if  he  thinks  it’s  prejudicial  to  the  good 
order  and  discipline  of  the  prison.  That,  in  the  view  of  all  the 
three  governors  I  encountered,  included  pedophile  material. 
When  I  asked  why  this  was  contrary  to  the  good  order  in 
the  jail,  I  was  told,  "Well,  it's  for  your  own  protection,” 
even  though  they  said  this  when  I  was  in  a  single  cell  and  had 
no  reason  to  fear  attack. 

Roger:  Indeed,  I  believe  your  own  book  was  refused 
entry. 

Tom:  Yes,  that's  right— during  the  whole  time  I  was  at 
the  Scrubs.  Subsequently  it  was  permitted.  But  I  was  never 
allowed  copies  of  PIE's  own  magazine— or  a  whole  variety 
of  things  in  fact,  including  a  booklet  produced  by  a  Moral 
Majority-type  group  called  BAPSCAN  which  was  aimed 
against  "child  molestation." 

Roger:  Without  spelling  it  out,  surely  what  they’re  saying 
is  that  this  is  really  titillatory  material  which  would  only 
encourage  your  perversions? 

Tom:  They  gave  one  reason  which  I  think  was  genuine. 
They  were  concerned  about  the  spread  of  any  ideas  I  might 
have  to  prisoners  who'd  been  involved  with  children.  A 
great  many  of  these  men  feel  very  guilty  about  their  own  so- 
called  crimes  even  though,  in  my  view,  they  had  quite 
acceptable  pedophile  relationships.  The  authorities  are  obvi¬ 
ously  very  happy  for  them  to  have  a  negative  attitude 
towards  themselves— anything  I  might  have  had  to  say  or 
pass  on  to  these  other  prisoners  would  be  considered  to 
subvert  this  aim. 

Roger:  Did  other  such  prisoners  approach  you  because 
they  knew  who  you  were? 

Tom:  Yes,  indeed.  The  first  one  who  came  up  to  me  in 
the  exercise  yard  was  in  for  incest  with  his  daughters,  and 
after  that  there  were  a  number  of  other  people  who  came 
to  me,  involved  both  with  boys  and  girls. 

Roger:  But  none  of  the  non-pedophile  prisoners  ap¬ 
proached  you? 

Tom:  Oh,  yes.  But  they  fell  into  rather  dubious  categor¬ 
ies.  They  were  in  for  nominally  pedophile  offences,  but  they 
didn’t  identify  as  such.  In  fact  I  found  that  for  every  individ¬ 
ual  involved  with  a  child  who  did  think  of  themselves  as 
pedophile,  there  were  maybe  half  a  dozen  who  didn’t.  This 
confirms  what  Brongersma  has  been  saying  for  years  (and 
others  have  suggested) — that  lots  of  offences  with  children, 
particularly  those  where  molestation  seems  to  have  oc¬ 
curred,  were  not  of  a  specifically  pedophilic  nature. 

Roger:  NAMBLA  (North  American  Man/Boy  Love  Asso¬ 
ciation)  did  a  survey  of  the  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts,  cor¬ 
rectional  institution,  which  showed  that  a  large  number  of 
boy-loving  offenders  are  in  for  offences  in  which  the  prose¬ 
cution  agrees  that  no  coercion  was  used.  But  I  think  the 
impression  is  strong  in  this  country  that  the  majority  of  pris¬ 
oners  in  that  situation  are  convicted  of  actual  sexual  attack. 


Tom:  Well,  of  course  there  are  sexual  attacks  and  people 
in  prison  for  that  reason.  I  felt  there  was  a  qualitative  differ¬ 
ence  between  those  I’ve  met  in  PIE  and  those  on  Rule  43  in 
for  sexual  offences.  There  were  prisoners  I  found  I  could 
identify  with,  but  others  whom  society  has  good  reason  to 
be  worried  about.  I  could  see  why,  when  psychiatrists  have 
concentrated  their  effort  on  studying  the  prison  population, 
they  come  out  with  results  which  don’t  present  pedophilia  in 
a  positive  light. 


Roger:  How  many  nonviolent  sexual  offenders  were  not 
on  Rule  43? 

Tom:  Quite  a  lot,  I  got  the  impression.  In  99%  of  the 
cases  they’d  not  been  open  on  the  wings,  otherwise  they'd 
not  survive. 

Roger:  Did  you  encounter  any  openly  gay  prisoners  in  any 
of  the  three  jails  you  were  in? 

Tom:  Not  really.  There  was  one  guy  on  Rule  43  who 
might  have  been  called  "camp."  On  the  wings,  there  would 
have  been  a  few  out  gays  but  certainly  not  many. 

Roger:  Let's  return  to  the  question  I  raised  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  which  has  to  do  not  just  with  how  prisons  hold 
together,  but  how  basically  conservative  institutions  manage 
to  survive  in  our  society— the  use  of  a  ’pecking  order’  (com¬ 
mon  to  [Britain's]  public  schools,  for  example)  in  which 
those  convicted  of  offences  against  kids  are  at  the  bottom. 
Now,  are  there  hierarchies  within  those  hierarchies?  For  in¬ 
stance,  are  men  convicted  of  offences  against  boys  “lower" 
than  those  convicted  of  heterosexual  child  offences? 

Tom:  The  numbers  we’re  talking  about  are  really  quite 
small.  At  the  Scrubs,  for  example,  in  a  prison  population  of 
about  2,000  there  was  this  special  segregation  unit  of  20. 
and  of  these  only  half  a  dozen  that  I  could  identify  were  in 
for  offences  against  children.  In  that  small  number  there  just 
wasn  t  scope  for  a  hierarchy,  we  all  had  to  be  pals  together, 
simply  because  we  had  nobody  else.  We’d  walk  round  on 
exercise  together.  The  rapists  definitely  considered  them¬ 
selves  higher  than  us  and  distanced  themselves  from  us. 

Roger:  From  what  you’ve  said,  there  was  absolutely  no 
recognition  from  the  moment  you’d  been  convicted  that,  in 
fact,  you  weren’t  convicted  of  a  sexual  offence.  However,  I 
can  see  you  were  in  a  double  bind— not  wanting  to  deny 
your  sexuality,  but  needing  to  assert  that  you  were  in  for  a 
political,  not  a  sexual,  offence.  To  what  extent  did  you  try 
to  maintain  you  were  really  a  political  prisoner? 

Tom:  To  a  considerable  extent,  although  I  always  started 
off  saying  that  I  was  attracted  to  kids.  I  tried  to  explain  this 
to  a  variety  of  prisoners,  but  not,  by  and  large,  to  the  prison 
officers  because  they  wouldn’t  listen.  When  it  came  to  con¬ 
versations  with  the  prison  governors,  as  it  did  from  time  to

time,  it  was  slightly  different.  One  of  the  assistant  prison 
governors  said  to  me,  "I  imagine.  O’Carroll,  you  believe 
you’re  an  innocent  man.”  I  said,  "Yes,  I  do!" 

Roger:  Let’s  look  at  what  led  up  to  the  trial.  I  should 
point  out  to  readers  that  there  was  this  extraordinary 
anomaly,  whereby  you  were  convicted  of  conspiracy,  yet 
nobody  was  convicted  with  you.  This  would  appear  contrary 
to  British  common  law,  and  unthinkable  in  terms  of  the  US 
constitution. 

Tom:  The  way  the  Judge  explained  this  at  the  trial,  there 
was  a  possibility  that  I  conspired  with  people  who  were  not 
in  the  dock— one  had  gone  abroad  and  another  died  before  I 
entered  the  dock. 

Roger:  Given  the  charge  of  which  you  were  convicted, 
and  that  the  Dutch  government  has  recently  stated  it  would 
consider  asylum  for  people  persecuted  solely  on  grounds  of 
their  sexuality,  I  would  have  thought  you  could  yourself 
have  skipped  bail  and  extradition  would  have  been  impos¬ 
sible.  Were  you  tempted? 

Tom:  Yes,  but  there  were  a  number  of  practical 
considerations  against  it.  My  passport  was  taken— though  I 
could  have  got  around  that.  I  may  well  now  wish  to  live  and 
work  abroad.  However,  England  is  my  country  and  the 
thought  of  permanent  exile  wasn't  really  attractive  to  me.  I 
also  thought  in  terms  of  being  able  to  say  something  about 
our  case  from  the  witness  box,  though  in  light  of  the  press 
treatment  that  was  a  vain  hope! 

Roger:  Quite  a  lot  was  made  in  the  trial  about  your  being 
a  pedophile.  It  seemed  to  me  from  the  parts  I  observed  that 
this  was  an  attempt  by  the  Prosecution  to  blur  the  issue. 
And  indeed  by  the  end  of  It,  you  were  being  tried  most  cer¬ 
tainly  only  because  you  were  pedophile.  To  what  extent  did 
you  envisage  this  happening— and  could  you  have  pre¬ 
empted  it? 

Tom:  A  long  time  before  the  trial  I  did  want  to  use  the 
witness  box  as  a  platform,  hoping  that  if  I  stretched  it  out 
long  enough,  not  even  the  mainline  press  could  ignore  every¬ 
thing  I  was  saying.  Initially  I  envisaged  being  in  the  witness 
box  as  much  as  a  week,  possibly  taking  the  jury  through 
everything  I'd  written  in  my  book,  in  order  to  try  and  soften 
their  original  hostility.  This  didn't  prove  possible.  At  which 
point  I  was  sorely  tempted  to  sack  [fire]  my  own  QC 
(Queen's  Counsel)  [a  Public  Defender]  who  said  I  couldn’t 
play  it  that  way  and  that  the  Judge  would  rule  me  out  of 
order.  He  said  the  issues  would  be  narrowed  down  to  simply 
what  a  particular  document  said  and  whether  there  were 
criminal  suggestions  implied  in  it.  And  so  it  turned  out.  The 
whole  trial  revolved  around  letters— particularly  of 
mine— and  whether  they  could  be  read  in  a  certain  way  to 
encourage  a  sexual  act  with  a  child.  In  the  end  I  was  guided 
by  my  lawyers,  being  inexperienced  in  the  law.  It  would  have 
been  really  crazy  of  me  to  have  rejected  what  they  said,  I 
thought  at  the  time.  But  now  I  almost  wish  I'd  done  that. 

Roger:  Without  being  at  all  naive  about  the  way  in  which 
the  law  operates,  there  is  nonetheless  a  slight  precedent  for 
you  being  able  to  discuss  what  the  term  "public  morals" 
actually  means.  In  one  of  the  previous  cases  brought  under 
this  charge,  those  brought  to  court  were  accused  of 
promoting  acts  between  gay  adults  which  aren't  illegal  in 
themselves.  These  were  the  staff  of  IT  (Independent  Times) 
who  published  advertisements  enabling  adult  gay  males  to 
make  contact.  That  case  was  run  to  a  large  extent  on  the 
grounds  that  the  public  would  be  offended,  not  that  people 
were  being  encouraged  to  illegal  acts. 

Tom:  There  was  that  possibility  in  the  IT  case,  because  it 
was  one  of  the  first  cases  in  modern  history  brought  under 
that  law.  But  some  unresolved  issues  there  were  resolved  by 
the  House  of  Lords  in  1971  where  it  was  ruled  that  in  future 
cases  the  conspiracy  would  have  to  involve  acts  that  broke 
statute  law.  In  our  case  we  were  specifically  accused  of 
breaking  the  1 956  Sexual  Offences  Act  which  partly  relates 
to  offences  against  children. 

Roger:  You  were  sentenced  to  two  years  in  jail.  There 
was  a  faint  howl  of  protest  at  this  from  the  gay  and  civil 
rights  lobbies.  On  the  other  hand,  there  was.  I  believe,  a  lot 
or  pressure  on  you  not  to  appeal  against  the  sentence,  on 
grounds  that  it  might  have  been  increased. 

Tom:  Yes.  Basically  I  misunderstood  my  own  lawyer.  I 
thought  I  could  have  got  my  sentence  doubled  or  even  tre¬ 
bled.  The  only  problem  would  have  been  deciding  the 
grounds  on  which  to  appeal.  The  Judge  summing  up  in  the 
case  was  very  difficult  to  fault  from  a  technical  point  of 
view.  Indeed  it  seemed  to  point  to  an  acquittal.

Roger:  Didn’t  the  judge,  John  Leonard,  actually  say  at  one 
point  that  he  must  himself  be  a  pedophile? 

Tom:  Yes,  he  was  quoting  an  early  definition  of  a  pedo¬ 
phile  from  a  PIE  document  which  mentioned  intellectual, 
social  or  sexual  attractions  to  children.  That’s  not  of  course 
the  definition  of  pedophilia  that  I  myself  would  accept.  At¬ 
traction  which  was  solely  intellectual,  say,  would  not 
amount  to  pedophilia  as  the  word  in  generally  used.  How¬ 
ever,  the  fact  that  pedophiles  do  interact  with  children  in 
matters  other  than  sex  is  important  and  could  have  been 
brought  out  if  I’d  conducted  my  own  case. 

Roger:  Very  soon  after  you  went  to  prison,  there  was  a 
largely  Fleet  Street  [where  London’s  major  law  firms  are 
located]  manufactured  scandal  around  a  public  figure  who 
hadn't  been  involved  in  the  case:  He  had  allegedly  been  a  PIE 
member  who’d  been  "scratched  out"  through  some 
accommodation  with  the  police. 

Tom:  His  name  was  Sir  Peter  Hayman— he  was  deputy 
commandant  of  the  military  government  in  Berlin,  before 
he’d  joined  PIE.  He  had  also  been  High  Commissioner  to 
Canada. 

Roger:  Was  he  kept  out  of  the  case  by  police  as  a  quid  pro 
quo  for  ditching  you  and  the  other  PIE  defendants? 

Tom:  I  don’t  know.  It  seems  extremely  odd  to  me,  how¬ 
ever,  that  there  were  a  number  of  people  hauled  along  to 
the  committal  proceedings  against  PIE  and  he  wasn't  one  of 
them  although  there  were  a  large  number  of  papers  present¬ 
ed  to  the  court  implicating  him.  These  papers  were  present¬ 
ed  by  the  policeman  who’d  seized  him— which  was  not 
thought  adequate  in  the  case  of  the  others.

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Aside  from  the  problems  of 
changing  tone,  Boy  Meets  Boy  is 
performed  honestly  and  vigorous¬ 
ly.  Even  the  parts  that  are  played 
as  parody  are  never  cheapened  by 
becoming  overly  campy.  The  sing¬ 
ing  and  dancing  are  generally 
strong  although  never  staggeringly 
inventive.  (Although,  next  to  the 
lamentable  Cole  recently  at  the 
Charles  Playhouse  Boy  Meets  Boy 
looks  and  sounds  eminently  pro¬ 
fessional,  and  at  a  fraction  of  the 
cost.)  Larry  Peterson  and  Steve 
O’Donnell  as  the  criss-crossed 
lovers  are  naively  charming  and 
personable;  they  understand,  and 


play  within,  the  limits  of  the 
material.  Susan  Gochenour  (who 
also  designed  the  quite  striking 
and  very  professional-looking  cos¬ 
tumes)  does  a  very  nice  job  as 
Casy’s  sidekick  Clair,  a  tough, 
drinking,  wise-cracking  Roz  Rus¬ 
sell/Joan  Blondell  type  lesbian.

Triangle  Theater  has  been 
around  for  three  years  and  is  still 
going  strong:  in  fact,  they  are  get¬ 
ting  better  and  better.  Boston’s 
small  theater  scene  is  constantly 
changing  (i.e.,  new  companies  are 
always  opening  and  then  folding  a 
year  later).  It  is  both  heartening 
and  fitting  that  Triangle  should 
manage  to  survive.  Boy  Meets  Boy 
is  probably  their  most  ambitious 
project  (last  year’s  Nice  Habits 
was  a  musical,  but  a  small,  revue¬ 
sized  one)  and  they  have  done  well 
with  it.  The  desire  to  write  nice 
things  about  a  group  who  should 
be  supported  is  always  a  tempta¬ 
tion.  In  this  case  it  is  a  pleasure. 


nor  anyone  else  I  heard  at  the 
conference  adequately  answered 
the  dilemma  posed  by  Virginia 
Woolf: 

Behind  us  lies  the  patriarchal 
system;  the  private  house,  with 
its  nullity,  its  immorality,  its 
hypocrisy,  its  servility.  Before 
us  lies  the  public  world,  the  pro¬ 
fessional  system,  with  its  pos¬ 
sessiveness,  its  jealousy,  its  pug¬ 
nacity,  its  greed.  The  one  shuts 
us  up  like  slaves  in  a  harem;  the 
other  forces  us  to  circle,  like 
caterpillars  head  to  tail,  round 
and  round  the  mulberry  tree, 
the  sacred  tree,  of  property.  It  is 
a  choice  of  evils.  Each  is  bad. 
Had  we  not  better  plunge  off 
the  bridge  into  the  river;  give  up 
the  game,  declare  that  the 
whole  of  human  life  is  a  mistake 
and  so  end  it? 

The  tragedy  of  Chicago  was 
that  so  many  were  willing  to  enter 
the  patriarchal  house  of  Conrad 
Hilton  and  to  believe  that  they 
were  either  at  home  or  free.

Boy  Meets  Boy  is  a  terrific 
show.  Which  is  not  to  say  that  it’s 
perfect — some  of  it  comes  decid¬ 
edly  close  to  ordinary — but  what¬ 
ever  flaws  the  book,  music,  or 
production  have  are  compensated 
for  by  talent,  energy  and  the  very 
concept  of  the  play.  Set  in  Lon¬ 
don  and  Paris  during  the  abdica¬ 
tion  of  Edward  VIII,  it  invents  a 
world — placed  securely  in  the 
genre  of  the  30s  romantic 
musicals — where  being  gay  is  the

Like  Dames  at  Sea  (which  first 
surfaced  at  the  gay  Cafe  Cino  in 
1966  and  later  became  an  off- 
Broadway  hit),  Boy  Meets  Boy  is  a 
recreation/pastisch/parody  of 
earlier  musical  comedy.  All  the 
cliches  are  here:  tough-talking 
newspaperman,  English  heir(ess), 
ugly  duckling  into  beautiful 
princ(ess),  wise-cracking  sidekick, 
confused  identities,  singing/danc¬ 
ing  choruses,  big  musical  comedy 
number,  and,  of  course,  the  hap¬ 
py  ending.  Unlike  Dames  at  Sea, 
which  took  its  material  from  the 
well-known  backstage  Hollywood 
musicals,  Boy  Meets  Boy  draws 
on  a  whole  range  of  notions  and 
plots:  the  Astair/Rogers  dancea- 
thons,  The  Lady  Eve,  His  Girl  Fri¬ 
day,  English  musicals  like  Ever¬ 
green  and  Conversation  Piece, 
and  that  catch  basin  of  memory 
where  things  just  seem  like  they 
should  be  in  a  30s  musical. 

The  plot  is  much  too  complicat¬ 
ed  to  detail.  Generally  it  concerns 
a  free-living,  free-loving  news¬ 
paperman,  Casy  O’Brien  (Larry 
Peterson)  who  falls  in  love  with 
Sir  Guy  Rose  (Steve  O’Donnell) 
who  is  about  to  be  married  to 
snotty  Boston  aristocrat  Clarence 
Cutler  (David  Baird).  Well,  Guy 
Rose  is  really  a  frump  who  is  in 
love  with  Casy,  but  Casy  won’t 
look  at  him  so  Guy  invents  a 
smashing,  gorgeous  persona  that 
Casy  does  fall  in  love  with,  until 
the  vicious  queen  Clarence  almost 
succeeds  in  breaking  them  up.  At 


which  point,  Guy  decides  to  do  a 
nude  spot  in  a  third-rate  Follies 
Bergere  production  which  features 
his  aunt  Josephine  La  Rose  (Bob¬ 
bie  Steinbach)  who  seems  to  be 
the  heterosexual  black  sheep  of 
the  family  and  had  to  move  to 
Paris.  There  are  also  singing 
maids,  waiters,  train  passengers,  a 
simply  terrible  quartet  of  Spanish 
nightclub  entertainers,  and  a  tap- 
dancing  Western  Union  boy.  It 
does  not  have  an  underwater  bal¬ 
let  (they  were  so  lovely  in  Foot- 
light  Parade),  but  then  it  is  a  small 
theater  and  the  audience  would 
probably  get  wet  from  the  splash¬ 
ing. 

The  show’s  basic  concept — not 
to  stick  gay  characters  into  a, 
straight  story,  but  to  totally  pre¬ 
sume  a  different  set  of  social  rela¬ 
tions  and  mores — is  illuminating 
and  somewhat  startling.  Robert 
Patrick  (gay  playwright  extraordi¬ 
naire)  has  said  it  is  “one  of  the 
most  audacious,  boldest,  shock¬ 
ingly  original  theatrical  gestures  in 
the  history  of  the  art.  It  rewrites 
the  past  and  presents  it  just  as 
entertainment,  not  in  the  Orwell¬ 
ian  sense  of  trying  to  convince 
anyone  the  past  was  like  that  but 
saying  that  it  ought  to  have 
been.”  As  with  Orson  Welles’ 
Mercury  Theater’s  famous  black 
MacBeth,  our  cultural  presump¬ 
tions  are  challenged  and  the  play 
exists  not  only  in  and  of  itself  but 
as  a  notation  and  comment  upon 
theater,  art,  and  politics.  It  makes

sense  that  straight  critics  (and 
audiences)  are  more  comfortable 
with  Bent  and  its  presentation  of 
gays  as  victims  than  with  Boy 
Meets  Boy,  which  not  only 
invades  heterosexual  territory  but 
dares  to  show  queers  singing, 
dancing,  and  having  a  great  time 
on  their  own. 

Boy  Meets  Boy  is  not  as  sophis¬ 
ticated  as  a  Fred  and  Ginger 
movie  (although  it  is  a  lot  cleverer 
than  No,  No,  Nanette)  and  a  basic 
problem  with  it  is  that  it  cannot 
seem  to  decide  if  it  is  going  to  play 
the  material  straight  or  as  parody. 
When  they  do  play  straight — 
especially  the  romantic  stuff  like

“Does  Anybody  Love  You?” — it 
is  rather  sweet  but  never  very 
disarming.  When  it  firmly  settles 
on  parody — the  “It’s  a  Dolly” 
follies  number — the  show  seems 
to  be  more  comfortable  with  what 
it’s  trying  to  do.  One  of  the  best 
bits  is  “Clarence’s  Turn” 
(wonderfully  performed  by  David 
Baird — a  sort  of  mix  between 
Clifton  Webb  and  Jean  Hagan) 
which  is  more  a  mixture  of 
"Rose’s  turn"  from  Gvpsy  and- 
“I’m  Reviewing  the  Situation” 
from  Oliver,  and  it  works  because 
the  material  is  more  contemporary 
and  not  dated.

Roger:  Did  you  think  of  using 
him  as  one  of  your  witnesses? 

Tom:  Yes,  we  did — but  consid¬ 
ered  it  might  well  have  blown  back 
in  our  faces. 

Roger:  Wasn’t  there,  a  few 
months  before  the  trial,  a  period 
in  which  you  believed  the  police 
would  drop  the  case  because  of 
the  involvement  not  only  of 
Hayman  but  other  public  figures? 

Tom:  Yes.  At  one  stage  we  had 
an  intimation  from  the  DPP 
(Director  of  Public  Prosecutions) 
that  though  the  state  wouldn’t 
drop  the  case  altogether,  it  would 
consider  dropping  the  conspiracy 
charge  if  we  pleaded  guilty  to  an 
offence  under  the  Post  Office 
Acts.

Roger:  It  was  a  new  Attorney 
General.  PIE  had  originally  been 
raided  when  the  Labour  party  was 
in  power  and  I  believe  charges 
were  considered  then  but  nothing 
happened? 

Tom:  That’s  right.  It  was  in 
June  ’78  that  we  were  first  raided, 
but  it  was  in  July  ’79  that  we  were 
arrested  for  the  Conspiracy  of¬ 
fence,  after  the  Tories  came  to 
power. 

Roger:  Indeed,  the  oppression 
of  PIE  ran  parallel  to  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  Protection  of  Chil¬ 
dren  Act  (seeking  to  outlaw  “child 
pornography”).  It  was  part  of  the 
way  the  moral  religious  right 
picked  up  child  sexuality — partic¬ 
ularly  man/boy  sex — as  the  easiest 
issue  on  which  to  ride  to  power. 
After  all,  who  was  going  to 
subscribe  to  buggering  babies?! 
To  me  it’s  interesting  that  within  a 
very  short  period  of  your  actually 
going  to  prison,  though  there  was 
an  attempt  to  set  up  a  broad-based 
campaign,  not  just  to  get  you  free 
but  to  examine  the  way  in  which 
the  prosecution  had  been  brought 
and  the  ongoing  threat  to  other 
groups,  particularly  those  advising 
young  gays — it  flopped.  Most  of 
the  time  you  were  in  prison 
nobody  did  anything.  Did  you  feel 
betrayed?

Tom:  Not  personally.  I  had 
plenty  of  friends  and  wellwishers, 
and  was  very  well  looked  after  by 
them.  Otherwise,  the  lack  of  cam¬ 
paigning  strength  didn’t  surprise 
me  in  the  slightest. 

Roger:  It’s  probably  very  naive 
to  believe  your  imprisonment 
would  have  been  such  a  focal 
point.  But  since  you’ve  been  in 
jail,  am  I  right  in  thinking  that 
state-inspired  suppression,  either 
of  PIE  as  an  organisation  or  indi¬ 
vidual  pedophiles,  has  not  been  as 
great  as  might  have  been  pre¬ 
dicted? 

Tom:  Yes,  I  think  that’s 
right— but  it  may  not  remain  so. 
The  present  government  has  been 
making  strong  efforts  to  concen¬ 
trate  on  the  family  as  a  focal  point 
of  concern.  Who  knows  what  that 
may  mean? 

Roger:  Of  course  this  is  very 
similar  to  what’s  been  happening 
in  the  States. 

Tom:  Right— and  remember 
that  our  “kiddie  porn”  panic  of 
1978  followed  almost  exactly  a 
year  after  the  same  panic  in  the 
States. 

Roger:  There  are  usually  strong 
similarities  between  what  happens 
across  the  Atlantic  and  what  goes 
on  here.  And  there  are  certainly 
interlocks  between  groups  and  the 
police  in  both  countries. 

Tom:  The  police  here  informed 
the  police  in  California,  soon  after 
the  PIE  investigation,  about  the 
identity  of  some  of  our  California 


members.  So  far  as  I  know,  how¬ 
ever,  none  of  those  members  have 
come  to  grief  as  a  result  of  that 
contact.  Members  in  the  USA 
should  know  that  such  investiga¬ 
tions  have  been  going  on— but  not 
panic! 

Roger:  How  many  PIE  members 
are  there  in  the  US? 

Tom:  There  are  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  overseas  members— about  50 
or  60  from  America. 

Roger:  There’s  been  another 
major  probe  ‘expose’  of  PIE 
recently.  To  what  extent  do  you 
think  this  indicates  a  new  period 
of  press  muckraking— and  to 
what  extent  do  you  think  it’s  a 
warning  to  you  not  to  get  re¬ 
involved  in  PIE? 

Tom:  I  think  we  can  expect  this 
sort  of  harassment  from  time  to 
time.  The  pattern  has  been  going 
on  since  the  Sunday  People  did  an 
expose  in  1975  against  PAL 
(Pedophile  Action  for  Libera¬ 
tion).  It’s  not  becoming  exactly  a 
seasonal  thing,  but  it  seems  fairly 
regular.  It  happened  in  1975, 
1978,  now  1982— probably  it’ll 
happen  again  in  1984.  There’s  also 
the  more  serious  fact  that  it  fits  in 
with  the  present  government’s 
policy  on  the  family. 

Roger:  But  PIE  has  never  been 
prominent — unlike  OPED  [the 
French  pedophile  group] — in 
attacking  the  family  as  such. 

Tom:  I  don’t  regret  writing 
much  in  my  book,  but  I  do  regret 
giving  support  for  certain  family 
values.  I  think  I  was  trying  too 
hard  not  to  alienate  those  people 
who  see  a  lot  of  value  in  the  tradi¬ 
tional  family.  There  is,  I  think,  a 
certain  type  of  conservative  per¬ 
son,  not  Moral  Majority  or  reli¬ 
giously  identified,  but  who  none¬ 
theless  feels  there’s  something  of 
value  in  family  life.  I  was  trying  to 
appeal  to  those  people — to  get 
them  to  think  differently  about 
the  way  in  which  kids’  and 
children’s  sexuality  is  regarded.  I 
now  feel  that  was  too  optimistic  of 
me. 


Roger:  Regardless  of  your  own 
change  of  opinion  in  this,  PIE 
does  come  across  as  not  a  great 
threat  to  institutions  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  Indeed,  it  has  chosen  to  work 
on  a  Parliamentary  rather  than 
agitatory  level — it’s  never  paraded 
in  the  streets  like  NAMBLA  in 
New  York.  It’s  not  identified  with 
radical  gay  organisations  ...  I’m 
wondering  whether  under  the  con¬ 
tinual  pressure  PIE  has  faced, 
there  isn’t  now  a  move  among 
pedophiles  to  reorganise  the 
discussion  of  pedophilia  along 
lines  adopted  in  Netherlands  and 
France,  in  Scandinavia  to  a  lesser 
extent — throwing  off  the  old 
image  of  sex-seeking  men,  and 
perhaps  reorganising  more  dif¬ 
fusely,  drawing  strength  from  the 
new  perceptions  of  gay  groups— 
some  women’s  groups,  too. 

Tom:  I’d  very  much  like  to  see 
this  re-orientation  occur.  But  PIE 
is  irrevocably  PIE.  I  think  it  has  a 
continuing  role  for  pedophiles  as  a 
support  group,  enabling  people  to 
explore  their  own  feelings  about 
their  sexuality  and  face  a  hostile 
society.  Though,  of  course,  the 
very  act  of  coming  together  brings 
more  pressures  upon  us.  That’s 
one  of  those  paradoxes  we  haven’t 
resolved  by  any  means. 

Roger:  Okay,  PIE  is  irrevocably 
PIE.  Are  you? 

Tom:  (laughing)  Yes,  I’m  a  life 
member.  I  was  given  that  honour 
some  years  ago.  I  don’t  actually 
see  PIE  as  a  vehicle  for  any  great 
changes  in  our  society — that’s  a 
matter  of  some  regret  to  me.  I’d 
like  to  contribute  in  the  future  to 
perhaps  some  more  broadly  based 
radical  endeavour.

After  all,  once  he  had  talked  me 
into  going  with  him  in  the  first 
place,  1  thought  1  should  get  the 
full  flavor  of  the  experience.  And 
ijust  when  the  pace  began  to  pick 
up,  Tinker  had  to  attend  to  bodily 
functions.  I  was  distraught. 

Tinker  is  a  man  of  his  word  and 
1  am  like  a  child  whenever  some¬ 
one  promises  me  a  treat  of  any 
kind.  I  persist.  Well,  the  second 
flight  into  Never-Never-Land  was 
much  better  orchestrated  than  the 
first  one.  Tinker  was  sufficiently 
dehydrated  and  I  was  all  keyed  up. 
The  films  promised  untold  ecsta¬ 
sies,  positively  Olympian  dimen¬ 
sions.  I  wanted  to  see  the  entire 
double  feature. 

As  we  entered  the  innersanctum 
and  took  our  seats  I  heard  a  man 
say,  shriek,  in  a  high  falsetto 
voice,  “There’s  a  woman  in  here! 
There’s  a  woman  in  here!  1  never 
thought  I  could  strike  such  ob¬ 
vious  terror  into  anyone’s  heart, 
but  the  man  sounded  genuinely 
distressed,  and  I  was  afraid  for  a 
moment  that  Tinker  and  1  might 
be  asked  to  leave  to  avoid  general 
mayhem.  1  did  notice  a  stir  around 
us  and  a  sudden  rapt  attention  be¬ 
ing  paid  by  others  to  what  was 
transpiring  on  the  screen.  Tinker 
started  looking  around,  swiveling 
his  head  again,  and  1  jabbed  him  in 
the  ribs  saying,  “We  came  to 
watch  movies.  Watch  the  movies. 
You  wanna  get  us  killed??” 
Tinker  then  settled  down  nicely 
and  we  concentrated  on  the  enter¬ 
tainment  in  front  of  us,  rather 
than  surrounding  us.  I  was 
thoroughly  impressed  by  the  size 
and  stamina  of  some  of  the  in¬ 
struments  displayed.  There  was  an 
overwhelming  sense  of  fun  in  the 
films  we  saw  that  night. 

1  don’t  know  what  the 
“correct”  stance  is  on  por¬ 
nography  .  I  think  it  is  defined  by 
its  artistic  qualities  or  lack  thereof. 


If  sexual  activity  is  filmed  with  a 
soft-focus,  well-timed  freeze- 
frames  and  butterflies  flitting 
hither  and  yon,  it’s  art,  so  you  can 
show  it  in  “legitimate”  houses  and 
everybody  raves  about  its  charm 
and  beauty.  If  the  music  is  missing 
and  there’s  nothing  fuzzy  about 
the  focus,  the  fuzz  may  try  to  raid 
your  theater  and  the  films  are 
labeled  as  something  less  than 
palatable  for  the  polite  populace. 

My  theory  about  porno  is  dif¬ 
ferent,  of  course;  what  else  would 
you  expect?  I  figure  nothing  is  por¬ 
nographic  (that  is,  leading  to  harm 
for  anyone:  rape,  self-destruction, 
etc.)  if  it  has  a  sense  of  light¬ 
heartedness  and  pleasure  about  it. 
In  some  other  pornographic  films  I 
have  seen  there  was  a  marriage  of 
sex  and  violence  (these  were,  ad¬ 
mittedly,  hetero  films),  and  a  total 
absence  of  the  sense  of  fun.  If  peo¬ 
ple  could  separate  sex  —  mad, 
happy,  abundant,  indiscriminate 
sex  from  rape  and  murder,  that 
would  go  far  toward  erasing  the 
notion  of  pornography  and  replac¬ 
ing  it  with  a  far  more  relaxed  at¬ 
titude  toward  genital  gymnastics. 

Certainly  in  the  films  Tinker  and 
I  saw  that  memorable  evening, 
nothing  was  forced  upon  anyone 
that  he  didn’t  want  to  have  hap¬ 
pen.  There  was  an  atmosphere  of 
almost  complete  joy  in  the  movie 
titled  A  Night  at  the  Apollo  (I  may 
have  this  a  little  confused  and  mix¬ 
ed  up  with  the  Marx  Brothers’  A 
Night  at  the  Opera,  but  in  a  way, 
they  are  the  same  genre).  The  men 
had  all  delightfully  suck  corned 
to  dimension  praycocks  and 
nobody  seemed  the  least  bit  the 
worse  for  wear.  Tinker  and  I  had  a 
lovely  time  and  giggled  a  good 
deal. 

The  other  film  whose  title  total¬ 
ly  escapes  me,  was  something  I 
shall  never  forget  (I  often  see 
movies  accidentally  a  second  time 
because  I  forget  titles).  It  has 


altered  my  supermarket  habits  for 
life.  In  the  opening  scenes  we  saw  a 
handsome  young  man  preparing  a 
sumptuous  lunch  for  his  employer 
aboard  his  empoyer’s  pleasure 
craft. 

The  tray  was  luxuriously  enough 
appointed  to  satisfy  the  creme  de 
la  creme.  The  food  looked  suc¬ 
culent.  As  a  final  touch,  the  young 
man  took  a  canteloupe  from  the 
refrigerator  and  cut  it  in  half, 
scooping  out  the  seeds.  Then  he 
unzipped,  self-loved  till  orgasm 
and  filled  the  center  of  the  cavity 
of  the  half-melon  with  his  own 
very  personal  whipped  cream. 
Tinker  and  1  almost  split  our  sides 
howling. 

To  this  day,  I  can’t  look  a 
canteloupe  in  the  middle  without 
smiling  in  recollection  of  that 
scene  and  I  occasionally  laugh  out 
loud  in  the  fruit  departments  of 
supermarkets. 

Tinker  has  not  come  to  stay  with 
my  sother  and  me  since  March  of 
1978,  far  too  long  ago  for  someone 
we  truly  love  and  admire.  He  is 
way  overdue  for  a  prolonged  visit, 
and  you  may  be  certain  that  when 
he  comes,  he  and  I  shall  go  to  see 
what’s  up  at  the  South  Station 
Cinema.
